PREFACE 


The treaties executed with the Lahore Darbar after the first Sikh 
War provided tnkt aha for the location of a British garrison at Lahore 
until the end of the year 1846, to assist in the leconstitution of a 
satisfactory administration Major (shortly afterwards Lieutenant- 
Colonel) H M Lawrence remained at Lahore as Agent to the 
Governor-Gcneial in charge of the political relations of the British 
Government with the Dai bar 

2 This arrangement continued until the Treat}' of Bhairowal 
executed in December 1846, wlien the Lahore Government, in return foi 
the continued service of the British garrison, agiecd to admit of more 
direct supervision during the minority of the Maliaraja Lieutenant- 
Colonel H M Laurence was then made Resident as well as Agent to 
tlie Governor-Gcneial for the North-West Frontier, which continued to 
be the designation of the appointment until the Gth March 1848, when 
it was altered to that of Resident at Lahore and Chief Commissioner of 
the Cis- and Trans-Sutlcj States 

3 The Dianes in tins Volume relate to the period between the 
1st January 1847 and the Gth March 1S48, when the affairs of the 
Lahore State were carried on by a Council of Regency under the 
direction of the Resident and Agent to the Governor-General, North- 
West Frontier No diaries were prepaicd after the 4tli March 1848, 
the proceedings of the Resident and Chief Commissioner being lepoited 
to the Government of India in the foim of weekly Abstracts of Cone- 
spondence 

4 Lieutenant-Colonel H M Lawrence held the office of Agent to 
the Governor-General, Noitli-West Frontiei, and Resident at Lahore, 
from the ist January to the 30th November 1S47, when he pioceeded 
on sick leave to Europe He had been absent at Simla Irom the 
2 1 St of August to the i/tli of October 1847, during which period 
Mr J Lawience, Commissioner and Superintendent of the Trans- 
Sutlej States, acted as Resident and Agent to the Goveinor-General in 
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addition to Ins othei duties. Mr J Lawrence look charge again on 
Colonel Lawience’s departure and oflicialcd as Resident and Agent to 
the Governor-Geneial until relieved, on the Cth March 1848, by Sir F 
Cm lie under the designation of Resident at Lahore and Chief Commis- 
sioner of the Cis- and Trans-Sutlej Slates 

5 The diaries of the Agent to the Governor-General, North-West 
Fionticr, and Resident at Lahore consisted of three pails, vtz — 

(n) A Summary of Punjab Intelligence, 

{b) A Diaiy of letters received and written, and 
(c) A memorandum of visits paid and received 

It has been considered unnecessary to print {b) in this collection, 
and the asterisks, where they occur, indicate the omission 

The names of persons and places are spelt as in the original 
manuscript

SuMMARi OF Punjab Intelligence 
Sih Fcbtuaty 

1 This day the chief Sirdars assembled at Sndar Tej Singh’s house 
and examined witnesses in the case of the conspiracy against that Sirdar’s 
life From parts of the evidence it appealed that the Ranee had been 
in the habit of having private interviews lately with Pre3'mah, the 
person against whom suspicion is chiefly entei tamed, and after the 
examination above alluded to, Sndar Tej Singh waited on Hei Highness, 
and under cover of inquiring “what fault he had committed that her 
saDattis conspired against him,” appeals to have hinted pretty plainly his 
belief that she was the instigator of the plot The Ranee was very 
angr^' and a scene of mutual recrimination ensued, ending m the 
Sirdar declaring that he should leave the Punjab whenever the Bntish 
Resident did so 

2 Shalimar Bagh being in a very ruinous condition is made over 
to the care of Fakeer Noor-oo-deen 

3 Sirdar Golab Singh, Attareewallah, lepoits his ai rival at Rawul 
Pindi with General Kan Singh's foice and Lieutenant Lumsden In 
reply the Durbar directed him to appear at Lahoie and receive the 
thanks of the Maharajah, aftci which he should be sent to relieve his 
brother Awtar Singh in the Nizamut of Peshawm 

4 The Ranee desired Ameer Buksh, the Palace Door-keeper, and 
Sirdar Jewun Singh, her own private Treasurer, to wait upon me and 
disown all knowledge of the conspiracy This was in consequence 
of the interview she had previously had with Sirdar Tej Singh Ameer 
Buksh brought with him a paper dictated by the Ranee lest he should

been received from Goordeal, Kardar of Sealkote, to the effect that two 
gentlemen had come to the Fort with a company of Sepoys, and that 
he was alarmed lest they should take possession of Sealkote This 
proves to be Captain Abbott, the Boundary Commissioner. 

2nd March 

An urzee is received from the Motmids of Misr Rulla Ram, 
Nazim of Customs at Pesliawur, mentioning that the Khalsah Officers 
were in the habit of trading to a large amount, yet will not pay the 
Government dues , and they mention the case of 3 merchants evading 
duties tothe amount of 545 lupees on the strength of a ptirwanah 
from Eukslice Jowabir Mul of Peshawur, they also complain of 
the Thannahdars of Attock aiding and abetting these evasions The 
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Motmids were strictly enjoined not to remit a kowue of the duty 
without express orders from the Duibar Some seveie examples in 
high places are requisite in regard to this evasion of customs duties 
A Peshawui Akhbar gives an account of a parade at which Major 
Lawrence informed the tioops that Genet al Golab Singh had been 
appointed to the command of that force, aftei which a great number of 
men brought petitions Major Lawtence leferred them to the Nazim , 
a general notice was then given that petitioners should refer all levenue 
cases fiist to their own Kardais , and that he, Major Lawrence, would 
interfere only in cases of injustice and oppression, and such complaints 
must be made m the course of 15 days Major Lawrence has ordered 
the Kot-gurree to be prepared as a Culclm ly Misr Salieb Deeal writes that 
General Kanh Singh had lefused to pay the customs dues in a paiticular 
instance , ordeis are issued on the subject An Akhbar is leceived fiom 
the fort of Lukkee the zemindais of Moonteh had attacked the foit of 
Lukkee , Dowlut Rai, Nazim of Deia Ismael Khan, came against them , 
an engagement ensued, in which 130 men were killed and u ounded, 
and the zemindars dispersed. I hope that such usings and attacks wil^ 
now cease.

Summary of Punjab Intelligence 
J2th April

imprisoned last year at Delhi and the females reduced to a single piece 
of clothes each, although it was the winter season I replied that I was 
at Delhi when the order for the sequestration of his property arrived, and 
that no such injunction as he mentions was given, and that if any annoy- 
ance was given to his family it must have been by the Police underlings,

strangers again ” In rcpl^', 1 told him that Her Highness avas at

reminded me that we must not C\pccl such exact records from the offices 
of the Lahore Go\crnmcnt as arc in our own, which ha\c been estab- 
lished for so many hundred 3'cars He took to himself the credit of 
having in fact founded the Secretariat department of the great Maharajah,

2 Sirdar lej Singh licais of Jewun Singh introducing into the 
Ranee’s apartments two Punches who weic in Golab Singh PohooMn- , 
deeah’s Regiment. The Sirdar calls them out of the Palace and has 
them put in prison, reading a sharp lecture to Jewun Singh, whom he 
accuses of being the worst adviser of the Queen He is not far wrong 

3 Shoojan Singh, a servant of Sirdar Ajeet Singh, Sindhanwalla, 
was arrested on suspicion of being concerned in the Prema conspiracy 

4 The house of the late Sirdar Jowalla Singh at Butala has been 
given to Sheikh Emam-oo-deen for the accommodation of his family 

5 In this one Akhbar Ram Diyal, Kardar of Goonjah, is reproved 
by the Durbar for mterfeiing in the customs collections of Umritsur, 
which IS the business of Misr Saheb Diyal and not his. hlisr Saheb 
Diyal IS reproved for interfering in the judicial administration of the 
same city which is entrusted to Jymul Singh , and Jymul Singh is 
reproved for the same offence as Ram Diyal The division and distinct 
independence of appointments is a thing little understood by native 
officials ; or rather all offices are looked upon as sources of profit, and 
every man tries to monopolize as much as he can The consequence is 
a great clashing of rival authorities, most injurious both to public

8 jageas to the value of Rupees 5,405 m the ilahah of Jhundiala 
have been given to Siidar Sardool Singh, Man, m compensation for

9 For the last S days Sirdar Slicic Singh, Atarecw'allah, has not 
attended the Durbar occasionally held at Sirdar Tej Singh’s house, but 
sent his Vakeel When the Durbai is held in the Palace, he comes 
himself This is one of the inconveniences of the custom into which 
the Sirdars have fallen since Raja Lall Singh’s deposition , and which 
originated probably m some crude aspirations of Siidar Tej Singh to 
step into his place It certainly tends to give him undue weight among 
the other members of the Council, and I shall take an early oppoitunity

10 Curiosity is excited to sec how the Picma plot will be decided

1 Siidar Kanh Singh, Chief Justice, took a muster of the munici- 
pal and judicial establishment, thanahdars, kotwals, chokeedars, bur- 
kundazes, jamadars, etc, and discharged 50 woin-out men unfit for 
duty A draft for Rupees 6,500 was afterwards obtained by the Sirdar 
from the Durbar to pay up the said establishment 

2 Dr Honigberger brought in a bill for medicines to the value of 
Rupees 547 expended m the Hospital It was paid, but Rupees 200 a 
month fixed for the future 

3 Dewan Deena Nath submitted a scale of allowances for the 
Government Revenue Officials in Huzara and a list of the persons 
proposed for the situations, which were both agreed to Afterwards 
he submitted a scale for the Judicial establishments of Siidar Chutter 
Singh in Huzara and Sirdar Lall Singh, Morareea, at Attok 

4 News received fiom Peshawur in Durbar Major Lawrence had 
admmisteied a rebuke to General Elahee Bukhsh for harbounng disor- 
derly and evil-disposed persons in his artillery instead of reporting 
and getting rid of them, the inference being that he himself was not 
over well inclined towards the Government The General promised a 
full report, and Major Lawrence said he would look over the present 
offence The news-writer reports also that 2 Jemadars of a dischaiged 
Fort garrison offered to enlist as privates in the Regular Army, which 
drew forth so sharp a reproof from Major Lawrence that one of them 
committed suicide on the spot I The true version of this affair is that 
the 2 Jemadars were so noisy and troublesome on an occasion when 
Major Lawrence was discharging some soldiers, that he oidered them 
to be put in confinement, and one of them died as soon as he reached 
the Guard There was no apparent cause for his death, and the 
circumstance was so mysterious that it might well create an excitement 
among some of the soldieis who fancied or pretended to fancy that the 
Saheb had put to death a soldier who had been 46 years in the Khalsa 
Arm}' 

5 Sirdar Shumshere Singh, Sindhanwalla presented Rupees 10,000, 
8 horsec, and 21 camels, being part of revenue collected in Bunnoo 

6 Bhaee Dull Singh, Kardar of Khatir, reported that the village 
of Kuttah, lield in jagect by Ruttun Chund of the long beard, in pay- 
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meiit of Dawk establishment, at the estimated value of lupees 1,100, 
must be worth at least Rupees 3,000 The jageer W'as accoidingly con- 
fiscated and the village 1 esumed by the Sirkar 

7 Ruttun Chund says that the Peshawur Dawk now reaches 
Lahoie in 4 days 

8 Rupees 10,000 given to Nawab Siifiraz Khan, Mooltanwalla, in 
payment of 2 months’ allowance 

9 Dewan Jowalla Sahae, Minister of Maharajah Golab Singh, solic- 
ited from the Lahoic Durbar the faim of the revenues of Imnabad, 
woitli 12,000 lupees His home and estates are at that place, and at 
my recommendation the request was granted 

10 In this one akhbar Sirdar Shumshere Singh, Sindhan walla, and 
Dewan Jovvahii Mull Dutt, Kardai of Shahpore, are both leported to 
have obtained from the Duibai the exemption from customs of large 
quantities of timber which they are bunging from the Hills for then owm 
private use Scarcely an akhbar but leports similar exemptions in favor 
of Government officials, Sirdars, Moonshees with interest at court, etc , 
and It adds to the strong objections, which I liave already expressed to 
the Punjab Customs S3fStem, to observe such inconsistency in excus- 
ing the rich from imposts w'hich are rigidly exacted from the poor It 
is injurious also to tiade, for there are few of the Siidars who let slip 
an oppoitunit}' of trafficking on their own account through "owds/z/rts, 
and if then goods aic exempted fiom customs, of course they come 
cheap into the public maiket and undersell the general dealer I shall 
be glad when I have the whole detail of the customs laid before me and 
time to examine them 

11 Raic Kishcn Chund laid befoic the Durbar two pi oceedings 
from the office of the Resident, one of which w'as advising a stricter 
confoimancc on the pait of the Queen-Mother to the etiquette of the 
Royal female apaitments in the da^'s of foimei Maharajahs, the dis- 
continuance of Hei Highness’ indisciiniinatc admission of Brahmins, 
Sadhs, etc, on pretence of chant}', which might better be bestowed 
thiough an almoner, and less condescension in receiving the visits of 
Sirdars, theie being no necessit} foi an} of them togo inside the ptndah, 
or call oftener than once amonlli to inquire after her health 
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12 Dewan Moolraj thinks there are a great deal too many dufterees

13 A report is set abroad from the Palace that the Sahcb log have 
imprisoned Sirdar Tej Singh That Sirdar wonders when people will 
leave him alone, and says he understands Sirdar Shere Singh was 
present on the occasion when the Maharajah’s boys burnt him in effigy 
and looked on laughing 

14 Ruttun Chund, Doogul, suggests that the s of all those

It merely said that he 
had sent hei the ‘ Ak ’ tree which she w'anted, and hoped she would 
considei him her servant to command The nurse w’ould tell him anj - 
thing else he had to say The Sirdar aftci the perusal of this letter 
said that It was nonsense to try and impose such a deception upon the 
Durbai as this The Maharanee had not sent her nurse all the way 
to Mooltan to fetch a ticc to say hci prayers to There was some 
other puipose in the mission Jewun Singh cvplained that the white 
' Ak ’ tree was of high virtue in the woiship of Maha Deo Sirdar Tej 
Singh replied that it was not at all necessar}' Dewan Deena Nath 
then administered a sharp rebuke to Jewun Singh, to whom he attributed 
all the foolish acts and improper courses of the Maharanee , and bade 
him take care for the future ” Sirdar Tej Singh’s remarks were very home 
truths Had the Ranee’s object m sending a slave to Mooltan been 
merely to cull simples for superstitious rites, there would have been no 
occasion for making it a secret , on the contrary, every native w^ould 
have deemed it a pious and ineutorious thing 
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6. Devee Diyal, Kaidarof Kadurabad, complains that the zemindars 
ot that place will not come m to him to pay their revenue, but come 
m fast enough to the British Officers to lodge complaints ” 

7 “ Dewan Deena Nath has appointed two Sherishtahdars to assist 
Sirdar Lai Singh, Moral eeah, in the Sind Sagur Doab, one on a salary 
of Rupees 4 and the other of Rupees 2 a day ’’

2. “The Durbar were thrown into a great state of constei nation 
by the receipt of a loobaKmee from Colonel Lawrence calling for infor- 
mation under 41 heads, many of which they said it would be impossible 
to answer , for instance, the chanty of the Maharajahs has nlways been 
a fluctuating sum of which no record was kept sometimes a lakh and 
sometimes nothing Rae Kishen Chund consoled them by promising 
to talk over the Resident." 
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3. Bhaee Mahaiaj’s property at Umritsui sold for Rupees 6,000 
His servants were asked where he was ? They said that if they knew 
they would not be in prison ’ 

4 “A form of weekly military report was forwarded to General 
Golab Singh, Pohoovindeeah, and General Coitlandt, which they were 
requested to adopt, and regulaily transmit week by week ” 

5 “ Sirdar Chutter Singh, Attai eewallah, was written to and told that 
his yearly salary as Governor of Huzarah is Rupees 12,000 a year, and 
that of his deputy Rupees 5,000, to be realized out of the revenue of 
Huzarah ” 

6 “ Ordeis issued to exempt from all tiansit dues all grain coming 
into the British cantonment ” 

7 “A 1 oobaiat ee irom Colonel Lawrence was laid before theDurbai 
bringing to their notice that the Sowars appointed for the patrol duties 
of the high loads are in the habit of levying money from passengers 
Strict orders were forthwith issued to forbid this practice in future ” 

8 ‘‘ A reprimand was sent to Sirdar Ram Singh, Jellawalla, Chief 
Justice of the Doab between the Jhelum and Chenab, for interfering with 
the collection of the revenue, with which he was told he had nothing

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on account of the English fine” When the Lahoie Government had 
to make up a crore-and-a-half of rupees to indemnify the Biitish foi 
the war on the Sutlej, a fine of a month’s pay was imposed on the 
whole at my, they being the persons to blame I It was not without 
great difficulty that I got them gradually to remit it, but it was by slow 
degrees, a month’s pay at a time 

2 Accompanied by my assistants I, this morning, went to Durbar 
Dewan Deena Nath pioposed to call in all the silver coins of various 
denominations now ciiculating in the Punjab, especially towards the 
north and acioss the Indus, and establish one uniform currency (the 
Nanuckshahee) throughout the kingdom This will be a very important 
reform, and as great a gain to the public in geneial as a loss to the 
shroffs and mone3'-changeis I purposed making the pioposition my- 
self, but am glad that the Dewan has bi cached it Having met the 
Maharajah on his way to Shalimai veiy poorly attended, I mentioned 
the subject this morning in Durbar, and begged that 2 01 3 Sirdars, 
100 Sowars and a Company of Infantiy might accompany him on all 
occasions The Durbar consented to make any provision for the Gund- 
gurheas which Captain Abbott and Dewan Ajodhea Pei shad think fan 
Adverting to the leport in yesterday’s Akhbar from Find Dadun Khan 
that Rajah Futteh Khan of Jalub was on his way to Lahore with numer- 
ous zemindars to complain of Dewan Moolraj, when the Dewan heard of 
it and sent to bring him back, and failing in thai had recommended the 
confiscation of the Rajah’s I expressed my opinion that if any 

one’s ought to be confiscated it should be the Dewan’s With 

lefeience also to the continued misconduct of Devee Di^^al, Kardar 
of Kadurabad, who had put in confinement a person sent by Mr Cocks 
to inquire into a former case, I advised that he be forthwith removed, 
and took the opportunity of publicly expressing my displeasure at 
the geneial conduct of the Piovincial Kardais, who weie told four 
months ago that tlieir duty was to protect and not to oppress the people , 
yet complaints do not diminish, and the only defence of the Kardars is 
that zemindais are bad characteis or rebels Dewan Deena Nath 
warmly defended the Kardars, with whom he is generally supposed 
to have good reasons for friendship If these reports me true his 
corrupt piactices will be materially interfered with by the removals 
apd disappointmepts of Ijis creatures t do not, however, forget that tfie 
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Dewan has many enemies who lose no opportunity to blacken him He 
was opposed to the recall of either Dewan Moolraj or Devee Diyal, 
“ respectable men,” he said, " whose hearts would be sufficiently broken 
by this public discussion ” I said I did not understand the respectability 
of men who robbed and ill-treated their neighbours , on the contrary, the 
higher the rank of the offender, the greater the offence and necessity 
for an example The Dewan is a plain speaker and easy to do busi- 
ness with on that account, and his candour is in general so qualified 
with courtesy as to be equally free from disrespect and servility. He 
almost instantly, recovered his tone and temper, allowed that the Kardars 
were much to blame and in his blandest tone commenced a long story 
on another subject In the end, as soon as I had left the Durbar, it was 
agreed to recall the two Kardars in question as soon as ever arrange- 
ments could be made to supersede them I again called the attention of 
the Durbar to the necessity of auditing the long outstanding accounts 
of Misr Umeer Chund, and Sheikh Emam-oo-deen, Sirdar Runjore Singh, 
&c , &c , to which the Dewan replied that nothing but overwhelming 
business had prevented their being examined long ago My looba- 
karee calling for a statement of the expenses of the Lahore State (which 
has passed into a proverb among the Secretanes and Sirdars as “ the 
forty-one column roobakaree ” I) was again discussed, and as it appeared 
that there were no records of the chanties, personal expenses, &c , of 
former Maharajahs, I begged that they would supply me with such 
information as was in their power without delay in reference to preced- 
ing administrations 

3 ‘‘ Sirdar Goormookh Singh, Lumhah, Sirdar Sirdool Singh, Man, 
and Sirdar Mungul Singh, brother-m-law of Maharajah Khurruk Singh, 
have been appointed to attend the Maharajah in his airings morning and 
evening 100 sowars and a company of Infantry were told off foi the 
same duty ” 

4 “Orders were sent to the Kardar of Rawul Pindee to establish 
a mint there forthwith for melting down the miscellaneous rupees current 
in Huzara and the North-West and issuing Nanuckshahees in their stead ’’ 
I am trying also to get Maharajah Golab Singh to do the same in his 
own dominions, substituting of course a Golabee for a Nanuckshahee 
currency, but making the former equivalent to the latter This would 
much simplify commercial transactions between the two countries 
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5 “ Dya Rain and others, who have been appointed to official situa- 
tions in Huzara, Mukhun Singh, Kardar of Khanpoor, and Kishen 
Chund, Kardar of Khatir, were called up and lectuied as to their con- 
duct in then lespective offices, and admonished especially to avoid

6 "Siidai Tej Singh mentioned that of the 3,000 maunds of grain 
which by ancient regulation the Kardars aie lequired to put into Gobind- 
gurh annually not a single grain had as yet been supplied Orders 
were issued accordingly ” 

7 “ Dewan Gunput Raie and Dewan Devee Sahaie, on the part of 
themselves and then regiment of Ghorchurrahs, petitioned against 
being put under command of Sirdar Lai Singh, Morareeah, who is

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2 " According to the request of Sirdar Shere Singh, Attareewallah, 
the malchlockmen of the late Jowahir Singh were ordered to proceed to 
Huzara to perform service under Sirdar Chutter Singh, Attaieewallah ” 

3 ^'Knurzec was received from Siidar Lai Singh, Kalianwalla, 
stating that he had taken an agreement from the zemindars of Khatir 
that no cnme should occur within the vicinity of the cantonment of 
Hussun Abdal A perwamia was issued on this to the Kardar of Khatir 
ordering him to inform the zemindars of that place that they would be 
held responsible for any offence committed within their district 01 the 
vicinity of the encampment ” 

4 “ The Dewansaid that the Resident had recommended that Syud 
Meer Shah be appointed to a Kardarship in the Dera Ismael Khan tlakah ” 
The Syud in question is one of the few Kardars of whom, as yet, I 
have heard all parties speak well 

2}id July, 

I. " Fakeer Chiragh-oo-deen represented that Bhaee Bhood Singh 
had petitioned for his release The Sirdars said that this petition would 
not be granted as the Bhaee was a creator of disturbances ” He is 
concerned in the Prema plot 

2 “ Sheikh Emam-oo-deen, Sirdar Runjore Singh, and Misi Ameer 
Chund are told that their accounts were being settled, but as money was 
required to pay the cavalry it was necessary for them to advance it 
The Sheikh said that his effects at Hoshiarpore had been confiscated, 
and he could not advance the money, but that he would pay it up as 
soon as possible If it must be paid now, the money must be taken 
from the residue of his confiscated property Sirdar Runjore Singh 
stated that he had no means of «paying as his property was in Bhaee 
Goormookh Singh’s house when it was confiscated, but that if it were 
released he would pay 40 or 50,000 rupees in advance Misr Ameer 
Chund begged that his account might be settled when he would engage 
to pay up any balance The Sirdars said that the Resident must be con- 
sulted " As there is so much delay in settling these accounts, 1 suggested 
that these persons should be called to pay down at once such sum as 
thej acknowledged to be due 

3 “ Bhaee Ameer Bukhsh stated that the Maharanee was very 
angrj that the establishment of Sirdar Jowahir Singh had been done 
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away with and lequcsted that it might be kept up Dewan Deena Nath 
said that such mallei s could not constantly be bi ought up before the 
Resident, and that if the Ranee wished the establishment to be main- 
tained she must do it heiself ” Her Highness made a false move 
when she quarielled with the Duibai The Sirdars have looked after 
hei mueh belter since they found out that they weie considered 
miimck Ittoaiits 

4 “ The Ranee subsequently sent to request that 300 rupees might 
be allotted foi supporting Jowahir Singh’s establishment, but the Sirdars 
would not consent.” 

5 '* Kishen Chund, Vakeel of Sirdar Hurree Singh, said that the 
Mahaiaja u as anxious that the establishment of Sirdar Hurree Singh and 
of the late Sirdar Jowahir Singh should be kept up The Sirdars still 
objected on the plea of expense ” 

6 “ Ptj veie addressed to Nawab Haiyat Ully Khan and 

othei jngccidnts of Tank directing them to collect the revenue for the 
rubbee crop only, and pay up and discharge their horsemen with the 
exception of one ” 

7 “ Shunker Nath, Vakeel, repiesentcd that he had settled the case 
of the zemindars of Ahmedabad and Dewan Moolraj, but on this condi- 
tion that another Kardar should be appointed to Find Dadun Khan 
Hunsraj, nephew of Dewan Mooli aj, applied foi the situation, and his 
lequqst meeting with the approbation of the Sirdars, he was appointed 
Kardar and a Ihillul was given to him He was instructed to conduct 
himself in such a mannci that the zemindars might have no reason to 
complain, which he promised to do ” 

S “ The zemindars of Loopookee obtained their release from 
impiisonment on condition of pioducing Lai Singh, Adahtiee, for whom 
they had given security, within 2 months ” 

3rd July 

I I went to-daj' together with my assistants to Durbar I told the 
Durbar that the Gundgurreas had remained during 4 months with Mr 
Vans Agnew, but that they had not obtained their rights Dewan Deena 
Nath said that their affairs would now be settled I asked Bukhshee 
Bhuggut Ram how it was that the troops stationed at Shahpoor liad not 
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been paid He said that the Mootsuddees had first proceeded to pay the 
troops stationed at Ramnugger and bad then gone to Sbahpoor, which 
had caused some delay I said "the Mootsuddees ought to be punished” 
and complained that the ti oops were only paid accoi ding to the fancy 
of the Bukhshees. I enquired how much treasure had been sent to 
Peshawur ? The Bukhshee replied 2,42,000 lupees I complained that 
part of it consisted of inferior money The Bukhshee said that in 
future this should not happen I asked if any arrangements had been 
made for paying the Cavalry The Sirdars answeied that Sirdar Runjore 
Singh had agreed to pay 40,000 rupees if his property, whicli had 
been confiscated, were released I dwelt for some time on the con- 
tinued misconduct of the Payniasteis and then deputies, and remaikcd 
that I saw little hope of amendment until two or tliree are severely pun- 
ished , that the pay of the tioops at Shahpoor had been neatly two 
months dela3'ed, although I had weekly enquiied and remarked on the 
matter j and, further, that no remittance appeared ever to be made to 
Peshawur to the amount that is reported, and that the sura is not only 
always J or | less than it should be, but the greater part of the rupees 
are invariably of a debased coinage I desired the Durbar to send to 
me as soon as possible the aimy statements, together with a statement 
of the various cantonments 

2 " At the Durbar a roobakarcc from Captain Abbott was read on 
the subject of the boundary of Mmawur ” 

3. " Perwamias were sent to the various Sirdars requesting them to 
send in to Sirdar Kanh Singh, Man, a list of all their troops and 
personal attendants ” 

4 "According to the request of Fakeer Chiragh-oo-deen, pet- 
waunas were issued in the name of the Kardar and Thanahdars on the 
road between Lahore and Ferozepore informing them that an officer was 
to be deputed for the purpose of surveying the road and requesting them 
to afford him all possible assistance ” Lieutenant McNeill of the Horse 
Artillery has undertaken to sur\my the road m question and commenced 
some days ago 

5 “Pet-wannas were issued appointing Hunsraj a Kaidar He 
requested to be allowed to remain at Lahore, but was told that he must 
set out to join his new appointment ” 
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6 " The body of Saheb Singh Dufterry’s son was found m a house 
adjoining the houses-of Bukhtawur Singh and Bhaee Chait Ram Two 
persons were seized on suspicion by the Thanadar , one of the pnsoneis 
confessed to the muider, and part of the property of the murdered child 
was found on him ” 


4.th July 

1 “ Pctwannas were issued appointing Syud Meer Shah, Kardar 
of Murwut, Bunnoo, etc ” 

2 T he zemindars of Sutgurh requested that Kishen Singh, Kardar, 
might levy the levenue fiom them in the same proportion as he had 
levied it from other neighbouring districts, and begged that the amount 
of the fines taken from them by him might be remitted They also 
complained of the oppiession committed by the Kardar in seizing their 
cattle, etc In accoi dance with their request a perwanna was issued to 
Roop Chund, Kaidar of Sutgurh, directing him to collect the revenue in 
proportion to the demand made on neighbouring districts and forbidding 
him to seize the cattle, etc , of the zemindars if they were prepared to 
pay the amount in money The zemindars were instructed that Roop 
Chund had been appointed Kardar and were instructed to pay the 
revenue to him 

3 " Sirdars Shere Singh and Nahur Singh, Attareewallah, stated 
that their paternal property in Attaree, consisting of wells, houses, etc , 
had been taken possession of by Narajmn Singh, confidant of Sirdars 
Sham Singh and Kanh Singh, Attareewallah, owing to the displeasure of 
Raja Heeia Singh at their adherence to Maharaja Golab Singh They 
were answered that their case should be enquired into and referred 
to the Resident, and that a pet-wanna would in the meantime be 
addiessed to Narayun Singh informing him of the charge brought 
against him ” 

4 "An uizee was received from Bhaee Mahoo Singh, Kardar of 
Khatir, staling that he had taken a security bond from the zemindars of 
that district against the commission of any crimes within their neigh- 
bourhood A pc) wauna was on this sent to Sirdar Lai Singh, Kalian- 
walla, directing him to order the zemindars to act up to the inochulka, 
and another was despatched to the Kardar praising him for his good 
management ” 
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5 "An tosee was received from Bhaie Dolee announcing the 
arrival of the Churunjeet Regiment at Huzara He was in reply com- 
mended for having convej'ed the Regiment thither, but was told that the 
Durbar had heard that the Sowais had committed oppression upon the 
zemindars on the road, and that if such conduct were reported in 
Huzara Colonel Jodh Singh would be considered responsible ” 

6 "A pc) wanna was addressed to Colonel Jodh Singh repri- 
manding him for the misconduct of his troops and informing him that 
on repetition of such oppression he would himself be punished ” 

7 " Siidar Kanh Singh, Man, lequested that deputies might be 
appointed in his court to further the despatch of business, and recom- 
mended that Sirdar Ram Singh might have the decision of cases occur- 
ring in the district of Nuhnah and Sirdar Chunda Singh, Kalianwalla, 
of those on the Ravee nver ” 

8 " Sirdar Kanh Singh, Man, stated that he had requested all the 
Sirdars to send m a list of all soldiers attached to them, but that none 
of them had as yet done so The Durbai ordeied Raheem Beg to go to 
the Sirdais and instruct them to send in the lequired statement as soon 
as possible” 

5lh July 

1 "The Ghorchurias, together with Bukhshee Kunhya Lai and 
Sirdar Utter Singh, presented themselves and claimed pay for iS 
months A long discussion ensued, in which the Durbar accused them of 
being ungrateful to their salt, while they rejected the charge and gave 
a long enumeration of all their services at various times and in various 
places Dew an Dcena Nath then said that according to the books pay 
was due to them for 15 montlis which would be given to them The 
Ghoichuiras replied that they had lost their services and would gather 
their proper dues from the Resident ” 

2 " 25,000 rupees A\eie ordered to be paid to the regular troops 
for the months of BysaJJi and Jailli ” 

3 " According to the request of Bukhshee Bhuggut Ram pei wan- 
na:> were sent to the Kardars ordering them to send in to the Treasury 
rupees of the proper lalue ” 

4 " An 111 rre V as reccncd from Kunhya Lai, Kardar of Minawui, 
stating that propertj to the amount of 1,200 rupees had been stolen at 
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PinoU with the connivance of the soldiers placed there. He stated 
that he had imprisoned the soldiers, but that the thieves had taken 
lefuge with Mihra, a servant of Maharaja Golab Singh Raie Kishen 
Chund was instiucted to inform the Resident, while a perwanna was 
addiessed to Dewan Ajoodhea Pershad directing him to inform Captain 
Abbott of the theft in order to procure the arrest of the parties named ” 

5. “ Nurayun Singh, confidant of Sirdar Kanh Singh, Attareewallah, 
was advised to settle his dispute with Sirdar Nahur Singh and Shere 
Singh, Attaieewallah.” 

6 “ Chiiag-oo-deeu stated that Sirdar Partap Singh, Smdhanwalla, 
had not yet released his seivant Kazee Ghoolam Hussun. Five sowars 
were ordered to go and 1 elease him ” 

6 ih July 

I In the morning Duibar was held at Anarki#llee I enquired 
of Sirdar Tej Singh whether the troops of Geneial Cortlandt, which 
had been ordered to Shahpooi, had been paid? He said that they had 
received their pay for the month of Phagun and Chati, and that pay for 
the months of Bysakh and Jaiih had also been sent to them I informed 
the Chiefs that a steamer would come up the Attock by way of Kalabagh, 
and in reply to their request told them that notice would be given to 
them when the steamer would arrive, with a view to orders being 
issued on all the Kardars to provide the necessary supplies I read to 
the Chiefs two one stating that Mr Cocks and Major Mac- 

gregor would be sent to Durbar on Wednesdays and Fridays respectively, 
the one to ensure the despatch of foujdaue business, the other to hasten 
the decisions in cases concerning the troops which were still pending in 
Durbar The other roobakatce was to this effect that 2,500 of the 
Cavalry should be reduced and their full pay given to them excepting 
for such time as any of them had been absent without leave It also 
advised the reduction of the Maharaja’s expenses and of vanous estab- 
lishments I also desired that the Maharaja should be persuaded to make 
his appearance and preside when my Assistants go to Durbar Dewan 
Deena Nath stated that the Ghorchurras had given a great deal of 
trouble I directed him to put an end to it by ensunng their receiving 
their proper pay. Dewan Deena Nath informed me that Syud Meer 
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Shah had, at my recommendation, been appointed to the Kardarship of 
Bunnoo, Murwut, etc , on account of his activity and intelligence, and 
the people of his present tlakah being so well pleased with him 

2 “ The Chiefs on their return consulted for some time on the 
loobakarecs sent by the Resident, and then going to the Maharanee 
informed her of the arrangement for sending the Assistants to the Resi- 
dent to Durbar, and for requesting the Mahai aja to make his appearance 
The Maharanee testified great pleasure at the arrangement ” 

3 “ Sirdar Tej Singh and Dewan Deena Nath expressed dissatis- 
faction at the plan, saying that they had toiled from morning to night 
in the service of Government, and had given their attention without 
cessation to public matters The Dewan complained that orders 
followed one another in such quick succession that it was most difficult 
to attend to them all ” These “ orders ” refer to the 1 oobakai ees 
calling for information, returns of jageodars and the army, and the 
celebrated "41-headed Nukshah ” of the State expenses , all of which 
were indispensable to Government for the same reason that they are not 
willingly afforded by the Durbar — because they would put us in posses- 
sion of the real state of affairs, and ever afterwards be a check upon 
peculation and jobbery

1 " Dewan Deena Nath on an examination of the balances due for 
the rubbee crop of 1904 found that 27 lakhs were as yet not paid up by 
the Kardars Instructions were sent to them to send in the above

3 Mr Cocks accompanied by Mr Bowring went in the morning to 
Durbar The Maharaja made his appearance and gave specimens of his 
proficiency in writing to those gentlemen Several cases pending 
before the Durbar authonties were disposed of by Mr Cocks in Council

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90,000 .upccs for llic payment of the aim^', but that the money had 
not been <=ent Pn,caiina<^ were thcieforc issued on Misr Saheb Dij'al 
directing him to send 25,700 lupecs fiom Umiitsur and drafts on the 
Motee Munder for 65,100 lupces ” 

5. "The Maliaranec sent to say tliat she was greatly pleased that 
the Resident’s Assistants had taken to \isiting the Durbar, as it \vould 
be a means of icstraining the piesumption of the Durbar authorities ” 

6 " Raic Kishen Chund, Vakeel, rend two loribaLaicis from the 
Resident, — one on the subject of Dewan Gunput Rae’s refusal to proceed 
With Sirdai Lnll Singh, Moiaieeah, notwithstanding his having agreed to 
do so, and lecommeiuhng Ins dismissal , the othei enquiiing into the con- 
dition of the Artillery hoiscs and the baggage camels in the regiments of 
lara Singh and Rich|ial Singh, and desiiing a statement of the number 
of camels used in these icgiments Dewan Gunput Rae, on being 
summoned, said that he was ready to go anj where according to orders 
Orders were gi\cn that a list of the liorscs and camels should be made

I. " Major Maegregor and Lieutenant Edwardes went to Durbar m 
the morning Major Maegregor spoke about distributing pay to the 
troops regularly every month, which Sirdar Tej Singh said should be 
done as soon as enough money was collected in the Treasury Major 
Maegregor then enquired about the pay of those Ghorchurras now being 
discharged The Durbar authorities stated that 16 months’ pay was due 
to them, out of which however they had received 4 months’ pay while in 
Bunnoo They demanded pay for 18 months Finally 12 months’ pay 
was fixed as the proper balance due to them Seven or eight other 
cases were brought forward by Major Maegregor and decided by the 
Durbar authorities in his presence, after which he and Lieutenant 
Edwardes quitted the Durbar ” While Major Maegregor was deciding 
arrears of cases with the Durbar, Lieutenant Edwardes saw the little 
Maharajah write his daily copy, which he got through with facility and 
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good Iiumour — uhcn Lieutenant Ednardcs pleased him very much by 
drawing two pictures of His Highness' favourite dog 

2 “ Bukhshee Bliuggut Ram was ordeicd to see that the troops 
stationed at the various cantonments received their pay for the months 
of BysaUt and fatth without dela}' ” 

3 “A pcid’aniia was sent to Dewan Mooli aj, Nazim of Mooltan, 
reprimanding his Kardars for their misconduct in selling the propeity of 
Khudai Khan, Girangwallah, who had fled to Bhaw'ulpooi, and taken up 
his abode there The Dewan w’as instructed to recall him and give him 
satisfaction b}' restoiing his property' so as to induce him to icmain in 
the Dew’an’s district "

Assistants I enquired of Dewan Dcena Nath whether the Gliorchurras 
had received their pa}’ He replied that pay foi \6 months was due to 
j^hem, and that this arrangement had been concluded in the piesence of 
Major Maegregor and Lieutenant Edwai des They had, however, received 
ad\anccs of pay for 4 months , consequently 12 months’ pay remained^ 
I asked what was the reason of the delay in bringing fonvard the 
Jullunder Doab accounts of Sheikh Emam-oo-deen t Tlie Dew’an said 
that they were nearly ready, but that the account of the district of 
Puchamar was not yet prcpaicd I enquired w’hethci any clue had 
been received to the hiding-place of the Bhaec Maharaj ? The Chiefs 
replied in the negative, but said it was believed that he had gone m the 
direction of Malwah The MaUaiaja’s writing lessons w’cre as usual 
shown to me, when I said to him that I hoped he also lead a little every 
day. He and those around him said he did He then sent for the 
pictures draw’n last Friday by Lieutenant Edw’ardes and seemed much 
pleased with them With a reed pen he then scratched off several 
pictures of peacocks and men He has a turn foi mechanics and foi 
draw’ing and writing, and is altogclhei a vciy intelligent and apparently 
well disposed boy His nianncts aie particularly good and Ins tempei 
seems excellent I hope that as he becomes accustomed to us, we will 
be able to teach him something, at piescnt my mam endeavour is to keep 
him from evil.

Summary of Punjab Intelligence 
iith July 

1. “ Devee Diyal, Kardar of Kadurabad, was summoned and asked 
why he had refused to obey the instructions conveyed in a pet wanna 
of Mr Cocks and wh^' he had imprisoned a zemindar to whom it was 
given He replied that the zemindar who brought the pet wanna 
offered him impertinence in the presence of all the other zemindars and 
the officers of the Kutcherry Sirdar Tej Singh said that he deserved to 
be punished The Kardar repeated that the zemindar was impertinent, 
otherwise he would not have imprisoned him Sirdar Tej Singh told 
him that his case would be referred to the Resident ” As Devee Diyal’s 
character is generally good, and this was his first offence, I forgave 
him , the trip to Lahore being a sufficient punishment 

2. “ Shunker Nath, Vakeel, informed Dewan Deena Nath that 200 
zemindars, chowdrees, shopkeepers, etc , had come to Lahore for the 
purpose of complaining against the oppression of Sirdar Heera Singh, 
and proposed that they should either receive compensation at once or 
as soon as they presented a petition to Mr Cocks ” 

3 “ A roohakatce from the Resident was received recommending 
a fine of 500 rupees to be imposed on Govind Sahaie, Kardar of Goozurat, 
for contempt of the authority of Sirdar Ram Singh, Chief Justice, 
and directing the Durbar to fine for the first offence all Kardars 
who shew disrespect to any of the judicial authonties, and for the 
second offence to dismiss the offending party A fine was imposed 
accordingly Anotlier roobakaree was received concerning some sol- 
diers of the Regular Force and also of the cantonment of Sirdar Kanh 
Singh, Majeethia, who had absented themselves from their regiments at 
Peshawur Pet watinas were addressed to the Bukhshee of the Regular 
troops and to Bukhshee Kunhya Lai directing them to order all soldiers 
absent from their corps to rejoin without delay ” 

4 “A roobakatee was received from the Resident stating that 
people were bought and sold at Peshawur and informing the Durbar of 
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the Bntish Regulations on the subject The Resident enquired as to 
the custom of the Lahore Government in the matter ” 

5 “ The Rawul Pindee Akhbar was received stating that Lieuten- 
ant Nicholson had arrived there, and had enquired of Bhaee Dull Singh, 
the Kardar of the place, as to the condition of the Fort, the number of 
houses and the state of trade, etc ” 

6 The Huzara Akhbar stated that two companies of the Regi- 
ment of Bhoop Singh had entered the Fort, and that the Thanahs of 
Maharaja Golab Singh had been removed from the Forts of the various 
districts on the arnval of the troops of the Lahore Government The 
Sirdars said that it was incumbent upon Sirdar Chutter Singh, Attaree- 
wallah, to proceed without delay to Huzara for the purpose of arranging 
the management of the country in conjunction with Captain Abbott and 
P Vans Agnew, Esq ” I find that Sirdar Shere Singh was premature in 
reporting his father’s arnval some days ago , but a letter from Lieuten- 
ant Nicholson just received mentions that Sirdar Chutter Singh had 
really joined Captain Abbott,

3 “ The Umntsur Akhbar stated that Bhaee Purdoomun Singh 
was committing oppression and that he had imprisoned one of his own 
wo'kmcn A pcruamia was sent to Juhmul Singh, Thanadar of Umntsur,

6 “ Shadee Lall has wntten to beg that magazine stores for the 
troops in Huzara be sent without delay as Captain Abbott is looking 
into the matter A list was enclosed of the stores required Sirdar 
Tej Singh having inspected the indent sent Gunput Raie an order to 
comply with it, and forward the articles to Huzara with all despatch,”

cases pending in his court and urged him to increased exertion I 
advised him to decide as many of his arrear cases as he could at Durbar 
on Friday, the i6th, in the presence of Major Macgregor, and said that 
cases pending before Sirdar Lehna Singh should be decided in the same 
manner on Monday before Mr. Cocks 

2 “ Orders were given to Jugut Singh, Man, Sirdar Utter Singh, 
Kalawalla, and other officers to attend with 500 horsemen on the morrow 
at the place of execution , and General Corllandt was instiuctcd to take 
command of half of Ajoodhea Pershad's Regiment and half of General 
Golab Singh’s Regiment and to be present to keep the ground ” 

3 “ An nrzee was received from Dewan Jowahir Mull protesting 
against the charges brought against him by the zemindars of his district 
and accusing them of false complaints A pet wanna was addressed to 
him ordenng him to collect a moderate amount of revenue from the 
zemindars and informing him that the charges brought against him 
would be investigated by Mr Cocks ” 

4 " Devee Diyal was told that he might consider himself very 
fortunate in escaping punishment He acknowledged his good fortune 
and then begged that some reduction might be made m the rents of 
Kadurabad He was informed that Mr Cocks would be consulted on 
the subject ” This alludes to the proposed revenue settlement entrusted 
to that gentleman 

5 “ Sirdar Ram Singh sent an tirzee requesting that his troops 
might receive their pay He was told that they had already received the 
whole of their pay up to Fha^un and that they would be paid the 
remainder at the same time as other troops ”

1 “ Misr Saheb Diyal complained that the zemindars of Kaloowal 
refused to pay the proper amount of revenue due Dy them and stated 
that they would abscond if it were demanded from them, as they had 
been in the habit of paying only half this sum ” 

2 “ Intelligence was received that Sirdar Heera Singh has not as 
yet given up the two guns in his possession A stringent order was sent 
to. Jowahir Mull directing him to take possession of these guns imme- 
diately- and to deposit them in the Fort of AttoL” 
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3 " Mr Cocks attended the Durbar and spoke concernin'g the 
impertinence offered by Gobind Sahaie, Kardar of Goozurat, to Sirdar 
Ram Singh, Jellawalla. The Durbar replied that a fine of 500 rupees 
had been imposed on him in accordance with the Resident’s directions 
Several long-standing cases weie disposed of by Mr Cocks in the 
presence of the Durbar, after which he took leave ” 

4 "An Jtisce was received from Bukshee Umreek Raie stating that 
Bukhshee Bhuggut Ram commenced life in Runjeet Singh’s time on 7 
rupees a daj', and now he and his family between them are getting 30,000 
rupees a year For thcjlast 7 years he has had the pa5anent of the Regular 
Army and never rendered any account If his accounts are audited 
lie will be found indebted in lakhs of rupees to the Government” 

5 " The Sirdars stated that if the sum of money due by Sheikh 
Emam-oo-deen were demanded of him, some lakhs of rupees might 
be paid up to the British Government Raie KishenChund was instructed 
to go to the Resident and speak about this , and was also directed 
to state that 25 lakhs of rupees would be required of the Kardars for 
the purpose of paying the troops ” 

6 " Early in the morning eight prisoners who had been sentenced 
to death were hung in the presence of Major Macgregor. The troops 
were in attendance according to orders ” 


75//1 July 

T " Raie Kishen Chund stated that the Resident had directed him 
to ascertain whether there were enough money in the Treasury to pay 
the troops Dewan Deena Nath said that orders had been sent to the 
Kardars, but the zemindars of the various districts instead of paying 
their rents keep coming m to make complaints against the Kardars. Thir- 
teen lakhs were required to pay all the troops for the months of Assarh 
and Saivun The Dewan said the only way was to send elephants to 
Jullunder, as advised by the Resident, to bnng in the money due by the 
Sheikh, now sequestered in the British Treasury Sirdar Tej Singh said 
he thought the Resident was quite nght in wishing first to pay the 
troops Elephants were in the end ordered to be sent to Jullunder 
and Misr Meg Raj was instructed to depute a trustworthy peison to 
bnng the treasure.” 
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2 “ Sirdar Tq Singh said that if the 4 or S lakhs due by Misr 
Ameer Chund and the 4 or 5 lakhs by Teg Chund were demanded from 
them, the Durbar might with this, in addition to the sum of 2$ lakhs to be 
sent m by the Kardars, pay in part the dues of the British Govern- 
ment ” 

3 " Su-dar Lall Singh, Moi arfeeah, requested that the same number 
of Sowars might be allotted to him as had been allotted to the other 
judicial authorities, Sirdars Ram Singh and Kanh Singh, Man, and that 
jageers might be given to the Sowars The Durbar said that his 
request should be complied with ” 

4. “ Intelligence was received that the Ranees of Maharaja Shore 
Singh were quarrelling among themselves ” 

5 “A reduction of 42,000 rupees was made in the rents in the dis- 
trict of Kadurabad, and Devee Diyal, Kardar, was instructed so to demean 
himself in future that he might not fall under the displeasure of the 
Sirkar ” 

6 " Sirdar Kanh Singh, Man, complained that Golab Khan, Thana- 
dar of Dodah, had resisted the order of his Court by laying hold of 
some zemindars whom the Sirdar had sent for. A dustnk of 20 rupees 
was accordingly imposed on the Ihanadar ” 

7. “ A perwanna was sent to Bhaee Dull Singh, Kardar of Rawul 
Pindee, directing him to give all requisite information to Mr. Nicholson 
concerning the estates, etc , of his distnct He was instructed 

to state that the revenue which had been successively 2,50,000 and 
i, 35 »ooo rupees had been fixed by Kishen Konwur at 2,17,000, which had 
been reduced by 13,000 rupees to its present amount He was 
also directed to give each zemindar a statement of the sum leviable on 
him and to mention to Mr. Nicholson the names of all those who 
refused to pay their rents ” 

8 “ A perwanna was issued in the name of Misr Meg Raj 
directing him to realize without further delay the 22,000 rupees 
still due from the Kardar of Goozurat, who had as yet only paid 
Rupees 10,000 out of 32,000 due by him on the rubbee crop of his 
district.’' 

9 “ An urzee was received from Colonel Bahadoor Singh stating 
that he had been put in possession of the Fort of Hurkiphengurh, and had 
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detached four companies of his regiment to Manserah, retaining 4 
companies at Hurkishengurh according to directions received from 
Captain Abbott ” 

10. “ The Ranees of Maharajah Shere Singh are said to have been all 
seduced by their own servants, who, not content with that, do nothing 
but foment disputes between the said Ranees, and have also efiected 
a quarrel between Koonwur Deva Singh and Koonwur Shiv Deo Singh. 
It IS these servants who have instigated the Ranees to press their 
claims for larger dowry so obstinately on the Resident ” 

11. “The Maharanee is reported to have at present the following 
lovers — Jeewun Singh , Sahro, Master of the Horse , Hurdiyal, Jemadar , 
and Sheodut Raie, Dufteree Although the Maharanee receives a lakh- 
and-a-half from Government for her expenses, yet she obtains all her 
kitchen expenses from Bhaie Hurree Singh, Receiver of Customs at 
Lahore ” That Bhaie Hurree Singh supplies her kitchen is true, but I 
have ordered the same to be paid out of the lakh-and-a-half.

I Major Macgregor and Captain Edwardes attended Durbar in 
the morning Major Macgregor brought forward 14 cases of old stand- 
ing which the members of the Durbar could not be got to settle, but

I. Major Macgregor, Captain Edwardes and Mr. Bownng attended 
Durbar Captain Edwardes enquired on the part of the Resident the 
reason of the delay in preparing the 41-column statement and advised 
a distribution of the various headings among several members of the 
Durbar Captain Edwardes said that the Resident was very desirous 
to get \hQjageei papers sent in, to which Dewan Deena Nath replied 
that they would be ready in a few^ days The Dewan said that there 
were Durbars on so many days of the week and there was so much 
work to get through that there was no time for preparing all the state- 
ments called for Major Macgregor enquired about the case of Lahora 
Singh, convicted of the murder of Mootsuddee Mull Raie Kishen Chund 
stated that as the defendant was 70 years old, the Pundit had advised

sent to the Kardars informing them that steamers were coming up the 
rivers Ravee and Indus, and directing them to provide all necessary 
supplies of wood, etc ” 

3 “ Raie Kishen Chund stated that the Resident had sent a 7 0oba- 
karee concerning the soldiers whose regiments were stationed at Pesha- 
wur and who were sta3ring at Lahore without leave. Sirdar Tej Singh 
issued an order that no pay should be given to any of them at Lahore, 
but that they should be informed that they would receive it on their 
return to Peshawur, and if any of them did not join their Corps their 
names would be struck off” 

4 “ From the account of Sodhee Nihal Singh it appeared that he 
was indebted in the sum of 36,802 rupees to Government on being 
ordered to pay up, he stated that Habm Raie was acting m the Kardar- 
ship, and that he did not owe anything Perwannas were issued 
accordingly directing him to pay up ” 

•5 “ Misr Meg Raj was sent to Jullunder to bring the sum of money 
due by Sheikh Emara-oo-deen ”

SuMMARi OF Punjab iNTELUGCNCt. 

25 th July 

1 " Zciiian Khan, confidant of Fulteh Khan, informed Dewan 
Deena Nath that his master would pay within the space of seven da3"s 
the sum of two lacs of rupees On the Dewan sending to Futteh Khan 
to ascertain tlic truth of this, he stated that a lac-and-a-half was on its 
way from Jummoo and that his son Muluk Shere Mahomed Khan would 
send the remaining half lac from his home He wrote an agreement to 
this effect which was brought to the Dewan, who sent it to Sirdar Tej 
Singh The Sndar said that Futteh Khan had been imprisoned for four 
months, and that if he really had wished to pay he would have done so 
before He consequently considered Futteh Khan’s agreement as not 
much to be relied on ” The Sirdar is quite nght 

2 “ A > ooiflyta; cc was received from the Resident complaining of 
the neglect of the Durbai in not appointing a confidential person to 
accompany Mr Nicholson and of the misconduct of Bhaie Sooqun 
Singh, Bhaie Dull Singh and Bhaie Mahoon Singh, m not attending to 
that gentleman’s pcrwannas Directions were sent to these Kardars to 
obey Mr Nicholson’s directions ” 
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3 “ News was received that Sodhee Nihal Singh Imd gone off to the 
Attock Doab without paying up 36,000 rupees due by him on account 
oi former balances for the districts of Mitta Towanah and Noorpoor 
An order was sent to him directing him to pay this amount immediately ” 

4 " Ihe Huzara Akhbar stated that Sirdar Chuttcr Singh, Attaree- 
wala, was doing his best foi the improvement of the country ” 

5 “ By the Rawulpindee Akhbar it appeared tliat tuo or three 
murders had taken place in the vicinity of that place, and that the 
zemindars had in some cases obstinately refused to pay the revenue 
demanded from them Of the soldiers stationed in the fort of Khootah, 
3 Hindoos and 3 Mussalmans had been killed ” 

6 “ Sirdar Lall Singh, Morarecah, sent an urcec stating that Futteh 
Khan, Ghebah, had informed him in a very humble tiicce that he 
would pay the Government demand without hesitation The Sirdar had 
directed Raj Roop, Kardar of Khuchec, first to send one of his Tuhseel- 
dars to demand the sum due by Futteh Khan, and stated that in case of 
the latter’s refusing to pay he would despatch a body of Cavalry to enforce 
payment ” 

7 “ Ajagcc) valued at 2,100 rupees was made over to Ranee 
Bhooree m lieu of the jageet of the same value lately belonging to her 
in the Doab, which had been confiscated ” 

8 “ The common rumour and topic of conversation among high 
and low in the city is that the European soldiers have got two months’ 
leave given them, and that they are to be allowed to do just as they 
like, which has caused great apprehensions for the women , and all the 
courtezans are now busy in removing and concealing their jewels 
A second report is that the Resident is going up to Simla and some 
other Saheb is coming to Lahore m his place, when all the ministers 
will be seized and confined ” 


26(h July 

I “ The slave-girl Mungla asked the Ranee what fault Raja Lall 
Singh had committed that he had been removed from Lahore The 
Ranee replied, why do you grieve my heart thus ? My separation from 
the Raja has inflicted a wound on my heart, and from that hour I have 
found no pleasure m food or in sleep, m dress or in ornaments But 
what has occurred has taken place through the will of fate ” 
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2 “ Dewan Deena Nalh slated that the sum of 4,000 rupees 
was due by Bukhshee Gooi Narayun on account of thedistiict of Khan- 
poor, and that it was likely he would try to evade paj’^ment On being 
sent foi he said that the sum should be paid, but piayed for a reduction 
which was refused ” 

3 The Umritsur Akhbar stated that Major Mainwanng, who 
was residing in the Rambag, went to visit the temple of Hurimundir 
On being requested to take off his shoes before entering into the holy 
place, he refused to do so, and, accompanied by two chtipt assees with 
their shoes on also, went foiwaid Juhmul Singh, Thannadar of Umrit- 
sui, together with the Kotvval, approached him and said that there was 
an order from the Governor-Geneial and the Resident that no one 
should enter the holy place without taking off his shoes Major Mam- 
waiing however got angry and refused to obey the oidei The Sirdars, 
on hearing the Akhbar, expressed great surprise at the Governor-Gen- 
eral’s injunctions being disiegarded, and diiected that the Akhbar should 
be sent to the Resident for oiders ” I have had a great deal of trouble 
in investigating this affair Major Mainwanng and Captain Kn3wett 
think themselves as much aggneved as the priests of the temple, and the 
whole thing turns on the construction to be put on the orders which, 
engraved on a brass tablet in three languages, were given by me to the 
pnests for then protection The tablet certainly only says that persons 
are not to enter the Duibar Saheb with their shoes on, and a lawyer 
might possibl3' 1 ule it that this meant only the temple itself and not its 
precincts , but the tablet further directs that the priests are not to be 
molested and therefore I should have thought it might have been clear 
to any sensible person that the spirit of the orders was to exclude all 
strangers from the holy giound (wherever the pnests considered it to 
begin), unless they chose to comply with those forms and ceremonies 
which the priests prescribed to save the object of their veneration from 
disrespect I shall take care so to alter the tablet as to admit of 
no quibbling, and shall report to Government the first officer who 
infringes the rule The Thannadai and Pnests say that the officers v/ere 
entreated not to move along the edge of the tank with their shoes on, 
but this the officers stoutly deny, and declare that they were neither 
warned nor checked in an}-^ way on their first wsit, but that on going 
again next day, they were hooted and insulted The fact of tne-r

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making a second visit shows that they were unaware of giving offence, 
but as it IS almost impossible to suppose that the Thannadar and Priests 
said nothing on the first occasion, I can only reconcile the contradictory 
statements by supposing that Major Mainwanng of the Commissariat, 
Captain Knyvett, 38th N I , and Lieutenant Dickens, Interpreter of the 
38th N I , did not understand what was said to them I never before 
heard of any individual going beyond the corner of the great tank with

9 “Dewan Deena Nath recommended that all Akhbars and utsces 
from the Kardars and Nazims, together with the answeis to them, should 
be sent to the Resident by means of Sudanund, a Moonshee of Rutun 
Chund of the long beard, and that all diaries and perivanms should 
be presented to the Resident on Durbar daj's ” 

10 “ Raie Kisben Chund said that he had shown to the Resident 
the agreement of Futteh Khan, Towanah, to pay up the sum of two lacs, 
but that the Resident had expressed doubts whether he would really do 
so ” My doubts were justified, for he has not yet produced the money, 
though he shows a draft from Sirdar Chutter Singh, Attareewalah, for 
Rupees 50,000, and declares that Maharajah Golab Singh has given him 
another for a similar amount.

1 " The Ranee’s Gooroo, Gungagur, with several fukeers had an 
interview with her” 

2 Durbar was held at Anarkullee Dewan Deena Nath said that 
the instructions for the management of Derah Ismael Khan would be 
sent to me through Raie Kishun Chund I asked whether any revenue 
was levied on wells which had been newly dug 01 opened again through 
the exertions of tlie cultivators ? The Dewan replied that for the first 
year all rent was excused, for the second year a fifth was taken, for the 
third year a fourth, and so on, and that a similar case had thus occurred 
in Jhung, where nine wells had been built by Misr Rulla Ram, the rent 
of which for the first year had been excused I desired that every 
encouragement might be given to all who opened out wells The 
Dewan said that the revenue of various districts had greatly increased 
since Maharaja Runjeet Singh’s time The revenue of the districts of 
Khaee, Mittah and Dhupalpoor, which were lespcctively 8,000, 32,000 
and 32,000 rupees, had now been raised to 40,000, 70,000 and 1,02,000 
rupees. In answer to my enquiries concerning the jagcet papers, the 
Dewan said that the fii st sheet was ready for my inspection I enquned 
whether the zemindars of Rawul Pindee had received any punishment 
Sirdar Tej Singh and Dewan Deena Nath stated that orders had been 
despatched to send a legiment of Infantry, and Artillery, to keep them 
in order. I asked whether any Sirdai had been as yet appointed to the 
judicial administration of the Doab between the Ravee and Chenab? 
The Sirdar stated that Sirdar Mungul Singh, brother-in-law of Maharaja 
Khurruk Singh, had been selected and that he would join his appoint- 
ment immediately Sirdar Tej Singh said that Musdu Singh had as 
recommended been appointed to the fort and thanah of Attock I 
directed the Durbar to give me a copy of the books of the Kardar of 
Kadurabad, m which the revenue of each zemindar was entered, so that 
any complaint against the Kardar with regard to revenue might be at 
once settled 

3 “The Umritsur Akhbar stated that on the 26th July Major 
Mainwanng accompanied by two other gentlemen and his children 
went to see the holy place On arriving near the “boongees” the Akalees 
and Grunthees and Thanadai requested him not to proceed without taking

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upon one of the Boongccwalla'^, by name Usa Singli, cned out, “ Shut

4 “Hunsraj, Kaidar of Khooshab, was dirfccted to make over the 
management of that district to Juhmul Singh fiom the commencement of 
the khureef crop of 1904 ” 

5 “ Dewan Deena Nath, who had been summoned by the Resident, 
on his return stated that the Resident had remonstrated with him on the 
delay in pi cparing the jagcci papers and on the dislike shown by the 
Durbar authorities to the Resident’s Assistants visiting the Durbar for 
the decision of cases The Dewan said that he had told the Resident 
that on the contrary the Durbar were w'cll pleased at the Assistants 
attending the Durbar ” 

6 “ Bukhshee Bhuggut Ram was directed to distribute to the regular 
troops stationed at Peshawur, Huzara, Hussun Abdal, Rawulpindee,

bracelets and 500 rupees as a ^inu’nma to the Maharajah, 525 Rupees 
tome and 200 to Mr John Lawrence All the Sirdars, accoiding to 
usage, then presented then iiuczirts to the Raja Siciniiids setting forth 
their good-wall, lojaltj', and seiMces to the Government, together with 
khtUitts, etc , were granted to the following Sirdars and principal officers 
according to then several degiees —

The Sirdars then offered iheii nmzurs to the Maharajah and to 
myself, after which I signed all their sunttuds on the back as a witness

4 " After the departure of the Resident, Raja Tej Singh consulted 
with the rest of the Durbar about the Maharajah having refused to affix 
the tceka on his forehead, and stated that when Lai Singh was made 
Raja the Ranee had directed the Maharajah to go through this form 
now notwithstanding that this title was granted on the especial recom- 
mendation of the Resident, the Ranee and her attendants had forbidden 
the Maharajah to go through the usual form, which had consequently 
been the cause of great annoyance to the Durbar Dewan Deena Nath 
and Fakeer Noor-oo-deen said that both the Resident and Mr John 
Lawrence had personally requested the Maharajah not to neglect this 
observance, but that he had folded his arms and absolutely refused to 
comply with their wishes The Sirdars said that the people about the 
Maharanee were constantly prompting her to do what was incorrect and 
misleading her to her own injury ” 

5 " Lala Buldeo Saliaie brought congratulatory addresses from the 
Resident to all Sirdars who had received sunmids in the morning with 
which the Sirdars were exceedingly pleased ” 

6 ‘ The Sirdars told Ameer Buksh that they could not comprehend 
why the Ranee was so dissatisfied, and directed him to inform hei that 
the Maharajah must make his appearance in the evening as the Resident 
was to pay them a second visit to see the fireworks He said ‘ the 
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Maharajah is with the Ranee ’ On this Sirdai Outar Singh was sent to 
fetch him, but letuined without the Maharajah The Sirdars at length 
sent Sirdar Heera Singh, who prevailed upon the Ranee to allow the 
Maharajah to attend Durbar ” 

7 In the evening I again went to Durbar with my Assistants There 
was a display of fireworks and a dinner laid out for the English Officers 
I conversed with the Sirdars concerning the bad humour of the Ranee at 
the title of Raja being granted to Tej Singh and sumiuds to the other 
Sirdars, and then took leave

8th August 

1 “ Misr Rula Ram, Nazmi of Jliung, and Misr Sahib Diyal 
presented for inspection some papers of revised customs dues They 
were told that the papers should be shown to the Resident, on which 
they said that Dewan Moolraj had not yet forwarded a statement of 
the customs collected in Mooltan, without which the papers would be 
incomplete They requested also that Bhai Hurree Singh might be 
directed to furnish a return of the customs at Lahore ” 

2 " According to the Resident’s instructions, perwannas were 
sent to all Jageerdars and holders of dhurmtirths, directing them to 
produce their sunntids, which after examination would be signed by 
the Resident Persons holding jngecrsor dhmmurths on the other side 
of the Jhelum and Attock were directed to take their sunuuds to Mr 
Nicholson, and those in Huzara and Peshawur to Captain Abbott and 
Major George Lawrence respectively ” 

3 “ A was received from the Resident requesting that 

proclamations might be issued throughout the kingdom permitting 
Mabommedans to cry their calls-to-prayer and abolishing all religious 
restrictions except the slaughter of kine the said order to be made 
more specially public in Huzara, whose Mussulman population it is well 
calculated to gratify ” 


pth August 

I “ Bhai Ameer Buksh told the Ranee that the Sirdars accused 
her of misleading the Mahaiaja , she replied that since the unfortunate 
occurrence of the Maharaja having refused to make the teeka on Tej 
Singh’s forehead, which had been caused either by the suggestion of 
some of his attendants oi by his own childish ignorance, she had been 
unable to sleep or to eat , but in the words of the old proverb, " the 
time that is passed, and the arrow that is sped from the bow, are no 
more to be recalled ” She now wished to make up matters with Tej 
Singh Bhai Ameer Buksh said that it was generally reported that the 
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Ranee’s attendants had induced her to proliibit the Maharaja from going 
through this ceremony Tlic Ranee complained of not having been 
acquainted with the Resident’s intention of presenting titles and 
jageas to the Siidars, and said she felt angry at nearly lacs of rupees 
in jewels and khillitts having been bestowed on them without her 
cognizance ” 

2 "A iQobakaicc was received from Major Maegregor requesting 
the Durbar to issue proclamations prohibiting persons from selling 
liquors in Lahore, and w’lthin a ciiclc of 12 kos of it, except when pos- 
sessed of a license from the contractor ” This w'as in consequence of 
a Sirdar distilling spirit on his own premises, and Doctor Honigberger 
manufacturing and retailing liquor in the city Most of the Sikh Sirdars 
drink spirits freely , and the abkarce regulations, w’hich arc indispensa- 
ble for the discipline of the garrison, were at first rather inconvenient, 
as obliging them all to go to the contractor, and thus, they thought, 
betraying their secret, but I fancy they have found out that we bother 
ourselves very little with their private affairs so long as they do not 
neglect their public duty They whispered also that the contractor did 
not brew good liquor, but he wnll be only too happy to have a private tap 
for the nobility 

3 “ Sirdar Utter Singh and Fakcer Noor-ood-deen said that they 
had waited upon the Resident, who had recommended that each Sirdar 
should write his opinion whether any underhand means had been used 
to induce the Maharaja not to go through the ceremony of marking 
Raja Tej Singh’s forehead Raja Fej Singh said that it could not have 
occurred without the Ranee being concerned Sirdar Sher Singh stated 
that he was unacquainted with what took place in the Summun Booij, 
but believed that the Ranee’s attendants wmre constantly engaged in 
plots Fakeer Noor-ood-deen advised that the Maharaja should be 
asked to sign the siitnttids of the various Sirdars, which Dewan Deena 
Nath said he would manage The Fakeer said that it would be as w'ell 
to mention this to the Resident Raie Kishen Chund was accordingly 
directed to write down the opinions of the Sirdars and to take them to 
the Resident ” 

4 “ Raie Kishen Chund on his return said that the Resident 
approved of the propositions of the Sirdars ” 
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5 " A pnivawia was addressed to Teg Chund informing him that 
the distnct of Sealkote had been conferred on Raja Tej Singh and 
directing him to put tlie Raja’s people in possession ” 


loth August 

1 " Bhai Ameer Buksh informed the Maharanee that the Sirdars 
A\ere ver}' much irritated at the Maharaja’s beliaviour towards Tej 
Singh The Ranee made excuses for him on account of his age and 
said that she would instruct him to sign the suuuuds of the Sirdars 
she \\ as much annoyed however at not being consulted in any one 
aiTair ” 

2 “ It was reported that dm mg the night two of the prisoners 
sentenced to death, who were to have been hung this day, succeeded in 
effecting their escape from prison They must have accomplished this 
through the neglect or connivance of the jail darogah and sepoj'S ” The 
darogah seems to have put the two prisoners in the least secure part of 
the new pi ison, and the guards must have been grossly negligent A 
new darogah has been sent for from our provinces the old one and the 
guards being made over to the Lahore Adalut for trial Descriptive rolls 
of the t^\ o runaways have been sent to district officers on bothsides of 
the Sutlej 

3 “ Four prisoners sentenced to death for murder were hung in 
the presence of Major Maegregor and the Kotwal The flight of the 
other two men who escaped in the course of the night was not discov- 
ered till the Kotwal went to bring them out for execution Major 
Maegregor ordered the sepoys of the jail to be imprisoned ” 

4 ‘‘ Mool Singh stated that the Resident had directed proclama- 
tions to be issued for the apprehension of the persons who had escaped 
from jail He also infoinied the Sirdars that Mr Nicholson had written 
to the Resident complaining against Bhaee Dull Singh Proclamations 
for the arrest of the runawaj s were issued and a pa ivauna was addressed 
to Bhaee Dull Singh warning him to behave better in future ” 

5 “ Dewan Moolraj, Nazim of Mooltan, was reprimanded for his 
delay in sending m the statements of the customs tolls levied in Mooltan, 
Dora Ghazee Khan, etc " 
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1 " The Ranee said that Mungla had been speaking to her about 
the Maharajah signing the sunnuds of the Sirdars, and consulted hei 
attendants as to what course was advisable to be pursued They recom- 
mended her to ask the Maharajah to sign them ” 

2 “ Mr. Cocks and Mr Bowring attended Durbar when several cases 
were decided by the members of the Durbar Fakeer Zahoor-ood-deen 
proposed that the sunuuds of the Sirdars should be produced and the 
Maharajah requested to sign them This was accordingly done, Dewan 
Deena Nath presenting his own first, which the Maharajah signed, 
after which he signed those of Sirdar Utter Singh, Sirdar Mehtab 
Singh, Fakeer Noor-ood-deen, and Bhaee Nidhan Singh On seeing 
the Maharajah sign those with pei feet good-will, Raja Tej Singh was 

. advised to send for his also On their being brought the Maharajah signed 
both the sunnuds granting the rank of Rajah and the title-deed of the 
district of Sealkote The Sirdars weie much pleased at the Maharajah’s 
readiness in signing the sunnuds ” 

3 “ The farm of the district of Kolachee, the Government rents of 
which were reduced to 48,000 rupees, was granted for the space of 3 
years to Gooldad Khan on the recommendation of the Resident, strictly 
enjoining him to afford protection in every way to the ryots and the rents 
of the districts to be regularly paid up His possession is to take place 
from the commencement of 1 847 ” I did not recommend Gooldad 
Khan for the Kardarship of Gundahpore and Kolachee , his family were 
the hereditary Princes of the country, and he now holds it in farm 
Each succeeding Vuzeer has raised the revenues of the distnct, because 
It was a long way from the capital and complaint difficult At my desire 
the Durbar have now struck off 1 3,000 rupees 

4. “ The farm of the district of Tank was bestowed for one year 
of trial upon Shah Newaz Khan on the i ecommendation of the Resi- 
dent The sum of 25,000 rupees was allotted to him, and the revenue to 
be paid to the Sirkar fixed at 75,000, thus making a total of one lac 
for the whole district " Shah Newaz Khan is grandson of the well- 
knoun Sirwur Khan, Prince of Tank, who made the province one of the 
most populous, best cultivated, and best governed, of the Derajat , if he 
bcha\cs well this year, he shall be confirmed in the Kardarship 
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5 “ Dcwau Dcena Nath icquestcd tliat the customs returns might 
be quickly sent foi from Dora Ismael Khan and Mooltan that his own 
ictuins might be made up for submission to the Resident ” 


1 2 th August 

1 At the moining Dm bar I enquired what was the reason of the 
Mahanjah’s delay in coming to Durbar on the evening of the 7th 
Dewan Dcena Nath said that Bhaee Ameer Bukhsn and Sirdar 
Outai Singh had been succcssnely sent to bring the Maharajah, but m 
\ain, upon which Sirdai Shore Singh was requested to bring him The 
Siidar, he said, w’ould be able to tell me all about the matter On being 
asked, he informed me that on the evening in question the Maharajah 
w’as w ilh the Maharanee on the top of the Palace, and that he (the 
Sirdar) lequcstcd the Maharajah to come and sec the tumasha and the 
fireworks, at which the Resident and all the European officers would 
be present, adding that a company of sepoys w'ould also be there The 
Sirdar immediately after denied that he had refencd to a company 
of sepoys After tlic departure of Sirdar Ilecra Singh, I pointed out to 
the Sirdars the contradiction in his story, which the Dewan remarked 
that he had observed also 

I then .asked all the Sndais in turn wdiether they believed that the 
Maharajah’s refusal to sign the ittuL on the forehead of Tej Singh was 
the result of the instigation of any one or only caused by his own 
unwillingness They all declared that the Mahar.ajah would not have 
acted of his owm accord in this manner, and that there was no doubt that 
he had been instigated to do so Sirdar Shumshere Singh obseiw^ed that 
4 or 5 of the people about the Mahaianec were of evil lepute, and recom- 
mended that persons of good ch.amcter should be substituted in their stead 
Rajah fej Singh gave the same advice I remaiked that the result of 
h.iving the well-wishers of the Durbar about the person of the Maha- 
rajah would be shown on his attaining his majority Dewan Deena 
Nath said that only persons known to be well disposed should be allow'ed 
to remain in the fort, and that .an enquiry into the character of those 
now there should be made, after which those whose character seemed 
suspicious should be turned out I directed the Durbar to send me their 
opinions m wnting, and took leave 
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2 “ The Sirdars arranged first, that Bhaee Nidhan Singh, Sirdar 
Golab Singh, Atareewalla, Fakcer Zuhoor-oo-deen and Sirdar Kirpal 
Singh should be substituted in the place of the persons who have now 
access to the Ranee, and that these latter should be removed , secondly, 
when the Maharajah conies out of the Summun Boorj to be instructed 
the above persons are always to attend him , thirdly. Sirdar Heera Singh 
is to wait upon the Maharajah at Durbar, but at other times to remain 
in his own house , fouithly, a fitting number of attendants is to be 
appointed to be constantly about the Maharajah’s person , fifthlj’’, only 
persons of good character aie to be allowed to be among the youthful 
attendants of the Mahaiajah, sixthly, arrangements are to be made for 
preventing general access into the Summun or beyond the purdah of the 
Maharanee These icsolutions were ordered to be sent to the Resident 
for his sanction Fakeer Noor-oo-decn wished to know whether it was 
the Maharajah or the Resident who had given the khttlutsand. suiinuds to 
the Sirdars The rest of the Durbar replied that the Maharajah had 
given them, but on the recommendation of the Resident The Fakeer 
then said that this being the case, and the Maharajah having signed the 
suiinuds, it would not be advisable to lay the blame of what had 
happened on the Maharajah, but to take some stringent measures respect- 
ing those persons who had misled him Dewan Deena Nath said that 
they had contrived cleverly to get the acknowlcdgpnent about ‘ the 
company ” out of Sirdar Heera Singh ’ 

3 “The sum of 16,000 rupees was ordered to be paid out of the 
treasury, being the allowance for eight months of Raja Lai Singh ” 

4 “An urzee was received from the officers of Pertap Singh’s 
regiment stating that they had received from the Sirkar orders to 
march, but that they were m want of tents, ropes and other necessaries, 
as well as camels They also mentioned that an increase of pay was 
demanded by some persons of their corps Bukhshee Bhuggut Ram was 
directed to provide all the camp necessaries mentioned by these officers, 
who were informed by letter of their indents having been passed With 
regard to pay, they were advised to remain contented with what they 
had A perwanna was also addressed to their commander Pertap 
Singh directing him to join his regiment immediately and to expedite its 
departure for Pindadun Khan.” 
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5 “ Perwannas were written to all the Kardars prohibiting them 
from quarrelling among themselves with regard to the boundaries of 
their several districts and directing them to settle these matters ami- 
cably They have also been enjoined to render each other cheerful 
assistance in arresting fugitive offenders from each other’s districts ” 

6 “Sudanund presented for inspection a statement of the collec- 
tions and expenditure of the district of Peshawur from the commence- 
ment of Jaiih to the end of Har Bukhshee Bhuggut Ram was ordered to 
send instructions to Misr Meg Raj to call for similar statements from the 
Gomashtas of all the districts of the kingdom ” 

jjth August 

1 " The Maharanee’s attendants informed Her Highness that the 
Durbar wished that no one should have access to her The Maharanee 
said she resigned herself to fate ” 

2 *' Mool Singh stated that Raja Tej Singh was so ill that he could 
not attend Durbar ” The Raja has for years been hable to an inter- 
mittent fever 

3 “ Several cases were brought forward at the morning Durbar by 
Major Macgregor and decided by the Durbar authorities ” 

4 “ Sirdar Heera Singh paid a visit to the Maharaja, who requested 
him to shoot some of the crows about the Palace The Sirdar managed 
to shoot Bhaee Sirdar Singh and Sukha instead They were only 
however slightly wounded The Sirdar presented them with 25 rupees 
by way of recompense ” 

5 "The Peshawur Akhbar stated that 66,966 rupees had been 
paid into the Treasur3' A powder magazine in the city had caught fire 
and b}' the explosion several people were w'ounded, of w^hom one died ” 

6 " The resolutions passed by the Sirdars regarding the Ranee’s 
affair were signed and sealed by all the members of the Durbar ”

I " Raie Kishen Chund read over the lules made by the Durbar 
regarding the exclusion from the Palace of the present attendants of the 
Maharanee Raja Tej Singh said that thej' should be earned into 
execution that daj' ” 
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2 “The Resident being unwell, Mr John Lawrence, with the 
Assistants, attended Durbar Some siintuids granted to Sirdars on (he 
7th were presented to the Mahaiaja forsignatuie Dewan Deena Natli 
stated that the 41-column Statement was ready with the csception of one 
head, but that it had been necessary to make 65 heads instead of 4'! 
Mr John Lawrence enquired what had been done in the case of Futteh 
Khan, Towanah Dewan Deena Nath replied that he had agreed to 
pay up the sum demanded from him within a stated time, which had 
expired 1 5 days ago Whatever the Saheb thought proper should be 
done Mr John Laivrence enquired whether the returns of the Punjab 
customs were ready ?

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the service. No one was in future to enter the fort without permission 
Mungla was ordered to take herself off with her brothers, Utter Singh 
and Meghraj, to her own country ” She is a native of the Palum district 
beyond Kot Kangra, and Mr John Lawrence has consigned her to the 
care of Mr Barnes. 

4 “ The sum of 25,000 rupees was ordered to be paid to Bukshee 
Kunhya Lall and Sirdar Utter Singh for distribution among the Cavalry ” 

5 “The district of Duleepgurh was ordered to be made over to 
Mya Doss, confidant of Ruttun Chund, Doogu) ” 

6 “ Information was given to the attendants of the Maharanee of 
the orders of the Durbar respecting them They all of them prepared to 
depart from the fort Sirdar Jeewun Singh, on pretence of making over 
the toshakhana, visited the Ranee and had a long interview with her, after 
which he took leave. The slave girl Mungla, after embracing the Ranee, 
also left the Palace and was followed by the other attendants ” 

7 " Misr Rula Ram and Misr Saheh Diyal brought the statements 
of the customs and begged that it might be settled what articles were in 
futuie to bear duty”

1 “ The Maharanee employed herself in abusing Raja Tej Singh, 
Dewan Deena Nath, Sirdar Shere Singh, Sirdar Utter Singh, and Sirdar 
Shumshere Singh, and refused to eat any food except such as had been 
prepared by her own attendants ” 

2 " On the Durbar heanng that it was the Governor-General’s 
intention to proceed to England in the ensuing cold weather, they

ed necessary to retain their services under Captain Abbott in Huzara,

1 " Sirdar Heera Singh requested that the farm of the district of 
Dulleepgurh might be granted to him, stating that he and his brother 
Jowahir Singh had brought it into cultivation, and that if it fell into 
any Kardar’s hands it would go to rum ” 

2 “ Sirdar Kanh Singh, Man, was desired to look after the people 
of Futteh Khan, Towanah, who are said to be in the City in great 
numbers, so as to prevent any disturbances on their part , at the same 
time Jugut Singh, Man, was ordered to convey Futteh Khan to the fort of 
Govindgurh, under a strong guard Futteh Khan, Towanah, is now in 
the Fort of Govindgurh ” 

3 “ Intelligence was received that Jeewun Singh had absconded ” 
He is one of the Ranee’s followers, and with the view of removing him 
from Lahore he had been directed by the Duibar to proceed to Huzarah 
in charge of a party of horsemen , it is rumoured that he has gone to 
Simla 

4 “ Raie Kishen Chund produced a lettei from the Resident to 
Mr Barnes at Kangra requesting him to see that Mungla was safely 
located at Palum, her native country ”

1 “ rhc Ranee’s attendants, Maglice and Badamoon, informed 
Her Highness that Mungla was ill-disposcd towards the Khalsajee, and 
that the arrangements which had been made by the Resident and the 
Durbar were quite proper ” 

2 At the morning Duibar I enquired whether the Ca\alry had been 

paid Raja Fej Singh replied tliat their pay would be distiibutcd on the 
arrival of the treasure e\pectcd fiom Moo! tan and the Doab After the 
departure of the inferior Sirdars, the subject of Mungla was started 
The Durbar said that my letter recommending hei to the care of Mr 
Lake at Kangia had been given to her, but that she expressed herself 
Ignorant of having done anything which could cause her expulsion from 
Lahore Dewan Decna Nath read over an id zee sent by her, requesting 
some allowance to be made to her on hei trip and begging that the 
accounts might be settled She also desired that khtlhcts might be 

given to herself and to her brotheis I directed the Durbar to send them 
away after giving them UuUuts as desiicd by Mungla Raja Tej Singh 
remarked that uhen Mungla was on the point of leaving the fort the 
Maharajah said to hei “ Oh, intriguer, what's the use of your weeping 
now ? Why did you prevent me fiom marking the hluk ? ” I enquired from 
what date the Cavalry who were now demanding their pay had been 
dismissed from service The Dewan replied that they had received 
ordcis to airivc at Rotlias on the 20th Datsalh and to join the canton-

3 “ Khoda Buksh, Kolual, was ordered to eject from thc cit} of 
Lahore all the followers of Futtch Khan and to prohibit an} of them 
from icsiding within 12 /or of thc cit} ’ 

} ‘ Mooiishcc Sunt Ram saio that he I ad informed thc Alahar-'ncc 

of thc arrangement of the Durb-r that «hc might ic-vc the fort to tal c 
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an airing every seven or eight days, but that the Ranee had requested 
that the Durbar would not mock her ” 

5 “ Umur Singh, Vakeel of General KanhSmg, Man, brought word 
that 175 of Futteh Khan’s people had been turned out of the city The 
Durbar remarked that there were nearly 400 men in Lahore said to be 
followers of Futteh Khan.” 

6 “ Orders were given to the Dufturrees of the regular forces to

4 “ An ursce was received from Dewan Moolraj, Nazim of Mooltan, 
stating that neither he nor Ins Kardars took it upon themselves to decide 
cases occurring within his jurisdiction, and that defendants in cases 
within the district of Jhung were sent there by him He mentioned that 
the inhabitants of Bahawulpoor and Jhung were constantly committing 
murders and other atrocious actions, but that he never directed his officers 
to investigate these cases without receiving the requisite orders The 
urzee was directed to be sent to the Resident for instructions” 

5 “ Misr Rula Ram and Misr Sahib Diyal liad a conversation with 
Dewan Deena Nath about the customs Raja Icj Singh observed that 
there would be a deficiency in the customs of 5 or 6 lacs, upon which 
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departure accompanied by hei maids of honor, and taking with her all 
her effects, upon which she expressed her willingness to obey the Gover- 
nor-General’s orders I then quitted the Shesh Mahal, leaving one of my 
Assistants with instructions to remain until Her Highness had left the fort 
In a short time she got into her doolie and left the Palace, her attendants 
following her on elephants Sirdars Booi Singh, Goorraukh Singh, Urjun 
Singh, and Ujoodia Pursad, Poorubia, with two companies of Sepoys, 
were instructed by the Durbar to attend Her Highness on the road 
to Shekhupoora The Maharanee cried out after leaving the fort and 
when she was neai the cantonment of Emam Shah, said that she little 
expected that Tej Singh and the other Sirdars would treat her in this 
manner She complained that she had sent for the Resident and the 
British Army for the protection of herself, but could not say that the 
Resident had done much for her She observed that as they had 
seized and sent off to Shekhupoora an innocent woman, who had never 
given any offence, she was resolved to go to London and get Tej Singh 
well punished She declared fuither that she had never done anything 
against Tej Singh The corthge after leaving the town arrived at the 
nver, and, crossing over, passed the night at Suknee on the other side 
During the night a heavy ram came on and drenched the attendants 
of the Ranee The maids of honor condoled with the Ranee on the 
position of the Maharaja, who would be left alone without any one to 
protect him, to which she replied that it was the will of fate

1 “Some city cases were decided at the morning Dui bar in the 
presence of Major Maegregor ” 

2 “ Sirdar Sher Singh informed Raja Tej Singh that the Resident 
had advised that the Maharaja should remain in the Shaleemar gardens 
until the afternoon, and that he should then be told of the departure of 
the Maharanee for Shekhupoora ” 

3 “ Mungla, who is residing m the house of the late Jemadar

5 " Bhai Cliujoo Singh and a Sepoy weie bi ought up before the 
Durbar on an accusation of ha\ing said, at the time when the Maharanee 
was lca\ing the to\\n, that if thc3' could ha\e their own way they 
would not allow the Ranee to be seized in this manner and sent away 
fiom Lahore They denied having said so, whereupon Raja Tej Singh 
remaiked that the impcitincncc of seditious people in the city would

1 “The Maharaja e\prcsscd a wnsh to leturn to the fort, upon 
which his attendants informed him that he w'ould be allowed to go in 
the evening He said “ Perhaps I am detained in confinement, as I

2 “ Sirdar Golab Singh, W'ho is in attendance on the Maharaja, 
informed the Durbar that His Highness did not express any signs of 
grief upon being informed that the Maharanee had been sent off to 
Shekhupooia ” It is evident howevei that the Maharaja is downcast 
at being sepaiatcd from his mother it would be very unnatural were

3 “ The Sowars deputed by Siidar Sher Singh to w'ait upon the

I Dm bar \\ as held at Anarkullee Dewan Deena Nath informed 
me that Sirdar Mungul Singh had been appointed to the judicial charge 
of the distnct lying between the rivers Ravee and Chenab, and that 
he would make Wuzeerabad his head-quarters. I complained of the 
oppression of the Kardars against the cultivators, and pointed out the 
injustice of the system of allowing the Kardars to exercise judicial 
authority over them, and said that it was necessary to have some supenor 
authority over the Kardars to control their actions and to whom the 
ryots might address their grievances I enquired whether the Kardars 
had sent in returns of the receipts and expenditure of their several 
districts The Dewan replied that the returns were expected in the 
course of a few days I informed the Durbar that the Cavalry stationed 
at Peshawur complained of not having received their pay, to which 
the Dewan and Raja Tej Singh replied that an order should be sent to 
Sirdar Golab Singh to pay them out of the treasury of Peshawur The 
Durbar requested that with the concurrence of the Resident something 
might be taken off the sum of 22 lacs which was to be paid annually for 
the support of the British troops I stated that the income of the Lahore 
State was 1,65,00,000 according to the present eshmate, but that the 
Kardars were extremely remiss in paying up the revenues of their 
various districts, and that without punishing some of them and introducing 
a system of monthly returns of receipts and expenditure for each Kardar- 
ship, it would be difficult to ensure the regular receipt of this sum I 
then remonstrated with the Durbar on their not having as yet adjusted 
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the accounts of Sirdar Runjorc Singh, Sheikli Emam-ood-dccn and 
Misr Umcer Chund, and ad\ised them to set their Mootsuddees to work 
without delay. The Sirdars replied that any Kardar losing time in 
sending in the required returns should be well punished 

2 *' On the Sirdars’ return to the Dcnan-cc-Am ihcj sent for the 
Vakeels of till the Kardars and directed them to inform their masters that 
if they shewed an} delay in obe\ mg the orders of the Durbar they would 
suffer for it The Vakeels promised to do .as directed and nerc ordered 
to give an acknowledgment to produce the required statements within 
a week, on failure of which agreement the} arc informed they would

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2 “ It was reported that Dewan Moolra] of Pmd Dadun Khan and 
Raj Roop, Kardar of Kuchee, &c , had not as yet collected a farthing of 
the rents of their districts, but that they totally disregarded the frequent 
orders of the Durbar " I will see to this. 

3. “ It having been proved that Mungla had borrowed the sum of 
5,500 rupees from Dutto Shah and that this sum had been applied to the 
use of the Maharanee, as acknowledged by Her Highness, orders were 
given to Misr Meg Raj to pay the amount and to deduct it from the 
monthly allowance made to Her Highness.”

1 “ Major Macgregor attended the morning Durbar, when several 
cases were decided in his presence ” 

2 “ Bukshee Bhugut Ram stated that go, 000 rupees had been dis- 
patched for the pay of the regular troops stationed at Lukkee, Find Dadun

3 ‘‘ Dewan Deena Nath, assisted by several Mootusuddees, in-

The Sirdars directed 
a full account of the case to be sent ’

Orders were therefore sent to him to pay them immediately, informing 
him that if he did not do so he would be severely punished ” 

2 I attended the morning Durbar m company with my Assistants 
Raja Tej Singh remarked that if the privilege of publicly calling to 
prayers were allowed to the Moosulmans, it would meet with much 
opposition from many Sikhs The Dewan stated that an answer had 
been written to the complimentary letter of the Governor-General and that 
It should be sent for my inspection In reply to my enquiries, I was 
informed that the Bukshce Bhugut Ram’s account was made up, and 
that that of Bhaie Hurrec Singh, tax gatherer of Lahore, was in course of 
preparation I requested that Sirdar Mungul Singh might be directed to 
take charge as soon as possible of the district over which he is to 
exercise judicial authority, as there were a large number of cases 
pending, and at the same time advised that a deputy should be appointed 
according to the Sirdar’s recommendation Raja Tej Singh stated that 
Sheikh Emam-ood-deen’s account had been made out I directed the 
accounts of the Motee Mundur treasury and of the Toshakhanah to be 
adjusted and sent to me The Dewan made some remarks about the 
difficulty of preparing all these accounts, but I told him that with a little 
trouble they might easily be made out, and that the only way to make 
matters straight would be to insist upon every one’s account being 
adjusted, and to make each person responsible for his own particular 
department. 
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3 “ Misr Rula Ram presented a plan of the district of Jhung, with 
a statement of its miscellaneous revenue under various heads, with 
which the Sirdars were much pleased ” 

4 “ On the accounts of the Kardarship of Goo/urat, which is under 
the control of Misr Umccr Chund, being adjusted a balance of 20,000 
rupees w’as found against Ruttun Chund, Kardar of the distncL” 

5 “This being the 9th anniversar3' of the Maharaja’s birthday the 
Itltik was marked on his forehead, and the sum of 2,000 rupees w itli dresses 
and other ornaments w as presented to the Brahmins A salute of 1 1 guns 
was fired in honour of His Highness Duiing the firing of the salute a 
piece of masonrj', having been displaced bj the firing, fell from the 
roof of the Dewan-ec-Am and killed Jeth Singh, an orderly of Raja Fej 
Singh All the Sirdars presented nuzznrs to the Maharaja according 
to custom ” 

6 “News was received fiom Lmntsur that one of the sons of 
Peara Singh, w'ho was wounded b^' Luchmun Singh, Scpo3, has since 
died and that the other is not likely to survive Churn Singh, son of 
Shere Singh, the third person wounded, is also not expected to rccov er 
The sepo3' has been imprisoned in Gobindgurh The Sirdars stated 
that the sepoy must have been actuated b^' some rnotn e other than 
madness ” 

7 “ An Jirzce was received fiom General Cortlandt stating that the 
sum of 14,000 rupees had been allowed him out of the Treasury’ of Find 
Dadun Khan for the support of the horses of the aitillery with him, 
but that there w’as not a pice in the Treasury He therefore requested 
that this sum might be paid to him from some other source. He also 
complained that Dewan Dowlut Roy had not paid the soldiers stationed 
in the forts of Dera Ismael Khan Stringent orders w’erc sent to the 
Dewan to pay the soldiers their dues without delay ”

Summary of Punjab Intelligence 
£ih Septenibei 

I “ Raia Tej Singh, Dewan Deena Nath and others conversed with 
Moulvee Rujub Ah concerning the permission granted to the Moosulmans 
to call publicly to prayers, when some of the members of the Durbar 
remarked that such permission had never been granted before, and 
that if allowed it would be strongly objected to by many Seikhs ” 
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2 " Raja Tej Singh complained of the delay made by theDewan in 
drawing up regulations for the district of Siyalkot ” 

3 " The Umntsur Akhbars mentioned that Fakeer Taj-ood-deen 
had issued an order prohibiting any soldier of the fort of Govindgurh 
from \isiting Umntsur, in consequence of the murder which took place 
the other day in the Durbar Sahib ” 

4 “An t/r::re was recened from Ueen Mahomed, Duftree, stating 
that, in accoi dance with the orders of the Sirkar, notifications had been 
issued throughout the district of Jhung prohibiting suttee, infanticide 
and compulsory labour ”

I. “ An urcce w»as produced from Fakeer Noor-ood-deen and Lala

Raja Tej Singh informed me that 
the sepoy who had wounded the Bhais in Umntsur had been appre- 
hended I requested that orders might be issued prohibiting any of the 
soldiers stationed at Govindgurh from wearing arms on occasions of 
their visiting Umntsur Sirdar Lehna Singh stated that bungalows 
would be erected for the accommodation of travellers on the road from

6 "Sookhraj, late Kardar of Khatir, was repnmanded for acting 
contrary to the orders of the Durbar as regards the zemindars of his 
district He had received instructions to give them redress by lessen- 
ing the amount of revenue demanded from them, instead of which the 
first thing he did on going there was to collect the arrears of the rubbee 
season, of 1903 He was directed to return the amount collected to the 
zemindars and to take Mr Nicholson’s advice as to granting them

The ta.\ to be levied per maund is 2 rupees, and according to calculation 
the income derived from this source will be about 6 lacs 

Dewan Moolraj and Hunsraj arc to be immediately recalled from 
Find Dadun Khan and the Misr is to take upon himself the management 
of the department I observed to the Durbar that it would be advisable 
to settle as soon as possible the dispute between Sirdars Sardool Singh 
and Jowala Singh I enquired whether the punches t\ho had been sent 
for from Umntsur to draw up a set of regulations regarding the rights of 
inheritance had ai rived Sirdar Lchna Singh replied that they would 
consult the shasiers and draw up a series of rules according to the com- 
mon usage of the country After the departure of the inferior Sirdars the 
case of the Prema conspiracy was taken up and sentence of imprison- 
ment passed as follows — 

Prema, Boota Svigh, Dcimn Ah and Man Stngh, Nuhung, were sen-

Kazees and Moosulmans of the place that an order had been issued

Chund, Reeshduraz , 1,44,349 rupees were owing by Misr Ameer Chund

recalled from his appointment Bhag Singh produced an answer from the 
Maharajah to the Governor-General’s khuieeta appointing J Lawrence, 
Esquire, Officiating Resident at Lahore Baba Luchmun Singh stated, on 
the part of Sirdar Lehna Singh, that the Babas of Bhulkee, who had been 
quarrelling among themselves about the right of succession to the guddee

Summary of Punjab Intelligence 
26th September 

I “ Dewan Deena Nath with other Dufturees inspected the 
accounts of Sheikh Imam-ood-deen, when a balance of 50,000 rupees, m 
excess of the sum mentioned by him, was made out against him It also 
appeared that Ruttun Chund, Reeshduraz, was in possession of a jageer 
of 2,200 rupees yearly value which he had obtained through the 
connivance of Shdikh Imanj-ood-deen, bnl without nny authority froiq the 
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Government He was directed to pav 6,600, being the value he had 
received from this jageer for three years ” 

2 “ Ruttun Chund, Doogul, complained of the small allowance of 
4 or 5,000 rupees being made to him , while Ruttun Chund, Reeshduraz, 
possessed a jageer of 25,000 rupees and had a distnct of i^ lacs of 
rupees under him, besides the control of all the d&ks throughout the 
country ” 

3 “ The Peshawur Akhbar stated that Major G Lawi ence had 
deferred his intention of visiting Lahore in consequence of instructions 
he had received from the Governor-General ” 

4. ‘‘ Intelligence was received from Simla that the Sirdars had had 
an interview with the Governor-General and had offered to him all the 
presents sent by the Lahore Government They had also presented 
2,100 to the Governor-General and 700 to the Commander-in-Chief as 
surwartiaj after which the khureAia sent by the Maharajah was read 
Fakeer Noor-ood-deen was the spokesman, and launched out into praises 
of the Governor-General and the Resident Khtlluts of 17 pieces were 
then presented by His Lordship to each member of the deputation, and 
gifts were made over to their care for the other pnncipal Sirdars In 
the afternoon the Resident visited the deputation and received from 
them a present of 700 rupees as a sttrwama 1 he Durbar expressed 
their great pleasure at the contents of the despatch ” 

5 “ In the Shekhoopoorah Akhbar it was mentioned that the 
Maharanee frequently received communications in writing from Ranee 
Kushmeerun, widow of Maharajah Runjeet Singh ” 

27//1 Septembet 

1 “ Sirdar Kanh Singh stated that it was impossible for him to 
carry on his work unless his Vakeel, Ujub Singh, who was constantly 
thwarting all his measures, were dismissed The Durbar said that the 
Officiating Resident should be consulted on the subject ” 

Sirdar Kanh Singh is anxious to get rid of Ujub Singh because he 
reported on one or two occasions some irregularities which took place 
in the Sirdar’s Court 

2 “ Misr Meg Raj stated that about 56,000 rupees worth of 
jewels, etc , belonging to Sheikh Iraam-ood-deen, had been brouglit 
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from Jullunder, and about 3,50,000 had been paid in coin into the 
Tosbakhanah on account of the Sheikh ” 

3 “ Ruttun Chund, Reeshduraz, stated that he had found out that 
he had made a mistake m saying that lie was m possession of a jageei 
of 2,200 rupees, but asserted that he held this amount in farm

I spoke to the Durbar concerning the case of the Sadhs of Bhulkee, 
who had been let off by them, and said that as these people had created 
a disturbance and lefused to obey the orders of Sirdar Lehna Singh, 
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they should be punished for contempt of court, the case having been 
made worse by its having been necessary to send out troops to seize 
them It was at last decided that they should be imprisoned for a year 
and the property in dispute be confiscated to Government

1 “ A petition IS presented to the Durbar by Hunsraj, nephew to 
Dewan Moolraj, ex-Nazim of Find Dadun Khan, praying that the strict 
surveillance at present maintained over his uncle may be relaxed He 
is told that his uncle will be regarded as a prisoner till his accounts are 
squared However, on a further request from the petitioner, an older 
is given for removing one of the two guards hitherto posted over him ” 

2 " A pe) ivanah, drawn up wnth the concurrence of the Officiating 
Resident, is despatched to General Cortlandt ordering that no further 
persecution be enforced against the families and relations of Nawab 
Haij atoollah Khan and Paiyund Khan or any other of the Tankwalla 
Khuwaneen , also that all old plaints against them be dismissed ”

them, but not equivalent to the amount extorted I complain that not 
one of the Kardars has paid into the Treasuries a pice for the last 
autumnal crop On enquiring as to the decision come to m the 
dispute between Dewan Moolraj of Find Dadun Khan and Misr 
Saheb Deeal, I am informed that Misr Rulla Ram is to levy a tax 
of 8 annas per maund on all the salt sold by Dewan Moolraj to the 
merchants, who aie also to remove what is on their hands across the

of sheltei for tra^ ellers have been commenced. 
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Mool Singh, Vakeel, mentions that 2,600 sowars, 7 regiments 
Infantry, 3 guns, and 100 Zumbooiuks are to be sent after Lieutenant 
Edwardes to Bunnoo I express my satisfaction at the arrangement 

Referring to the discontinuance of the Durbar’s Ddks between 
Lahore, Ferozepore and Jullunder, I hint at the advisability of levying a 
postage on letters, etc , transmitted by the same. This proposal seems to 
meet with approval I also desire that the establishment of DS.k runners 
from the various adalutecs and others be suspended as entailing a 
useless expenditure. 

I enquire as to the mone}' matters of Misr Ameer Chund, Sirdar 
Runjore Singh and Kardars in general It appears that the Misr has 
paid up all the cash due, except that proceeding from the Hoondees 
furnished by the salt merchants As to the Kardars and others, Rajah 
Tej Singh observes that the only chance of recovering their arrears is 
by constantly remonstrating I therefore suggest that notices be served 
to Kardars informing them that if they do not make good their arrears 
in 15 days, they will be punished The Rajah assents to this I 
inform him that I have written to Captain Abbott regarding his estate 
of Bijwat, recently resumed as falling within Maharajah Golab Singli’s 
boundary, at which he is much pleased

His Highness to read, wnte, etc , etc , the outward conversation of the 
immediate attendants and companions of the Maharajah should be 
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encouraged m all good words {stc) , the daily exercise and fecreation of 
His Highness with the proper escort to accompany him. I also state

I. “Sirdar Golab Singb, Atareewallah, reports that a man, by 
name Soodhee Sukha Singh, a servant of Rajah Shere Singh, was last 
night assaulted by some person in Bhaee Goormookh Singh’s house, 
and wounded with a sabre The Sirdar, who has charge of the Fort, is 
ordered to investigate the matter ” 

2 “ Rajah Tej Singh tries to induce Sirdar Lehna Singh, Majeethia, 
to alter his intention to visit Benares, but without success ” 

3 “ Proclamations are issued throughout the city denouncing 
penalties against all disturbers of peace during the Mohurrum” 

4 “ Several of the merchants against whom Dewan Moolraj of 
Pind Dadun Khan has claims for sums due on account of salt sold to 
them, are brought to the Durbar, where they acknowledge to the sum of 
96,000 rupees being due to the Government bonds are taken from them 
to this amount There are also many other merchants in the neighbour- 
hood of Lahore who owe sums in like manner, and also others in the 
British territory and in that of Maharajah Golab Singh; 67,000 rupees

I “ It is reported that the Nazir of the adalut of Sirdar Kanh Singh, 
Man, having stolen a pair of golden bracelets from the property chest of 
the adalut, on being questioned as to the same by his master, gave 500 
rupees, the price of the article, to the owner of the bracelets by way of 
a bnbe to hush up the matter The case is being investigated ”

1 “ Bukshee Bhuggut Ram being confronted with Bukshee Umreek 
Raie, who has had the drawing up of the former’s accounts, the same

‘ Heera,’ and also at the diminution effected among the Moonshees and 
Mootsuddies, etc

the Treasurer's foshakhana for the purpose of inspecting the property 
moved there fiom that of Rajah Lai Singh 

2. " A roobakajce is received from me stating that as I have been 
informed that a series of forays and repnsals have lately taken place 
between some Beloochees of Mooltan and their neighbours of Bhawul- 
pore, it would be advisable to write to the Nazim of Mooltan with

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4 “A perwanah is addressed to Fulteh Deeu Khan, Commandant of 
Artillery at Puncha Saheb, recalling him to Lahore in consequence of 
his having gone to Saiyeewal without permission.” 

5 “ The concealment of property in his Toshakhana by Rajah Lai 
Singh is again the subject of conversation m the Durbar They say 
his object evidently was to provide for the evil day, when he could go 
off with the Ranee, at the same time it seems to be a matter of much 
regret that the secret was not divulged before, and the country of Cash- 
mere, etc , saved from the hands of Golab Singh and its inhabitants 
from oppression ” 

6 “ Cold and fever are said to be prevalent in the city ” 

7 “A petition is received from Ranee Bhooree, one of the wives 
of Runjeet Singh, asking for a pass for one of her slave-girls to

4 “ News from Sheikhoopoora mentions that the Maharanee dis- 
tributed property and money to the extent of 2,000 rupees on the fes-

to him on account of the plunder of the Treasury, when Maharajah Shere 
Singh ascended the throne, and this the Durbar wish to pass by I 
suggest that he ought to have mentioned the fact of the deficit at the 
time the Treasury was plundered, and not a considerable time after, 
which he did A further conversation ensues, but no conclusion is 
amved at I desire that further orders be issued to the zemindars of 
the Baree Doab, who have not yet come in for their assessments, to lose 
no time in doing so 

I inform the Durbar that Lieutenant Lake has been appointed to 
Jullunder, but say that he will be able to finish the settlement of 
Turun 1 arun before leaving the Punjab After this is done a jageer of 
10,000 rupees can be given in it to Sirdar Uttur Singh, Kalawalla, in 
exchange for his own jageer Misr Saheb Deeal informs me that none 
of the salt, on the sale of which he relied to meet his responsibilities for 
the customs, has found a market, and requests that he may be allowed 
to dispose of it on the other side of the Beas and Sutlej Permission to 
do this IS granted 

7 “ Pundit Shunkur Nath represents that I had given him a 
decided order to get in returns of the tlakahs of the Manjah from 
which to make an assessment Some of the Durbar reply that the new 
settlement will cause considerable loss to the Government ”

Summary of Punjab Intelligence. 

23rd Janumy, 

1 “ The number of Moosulmans who have come to Lahore from 
Umritsur being very great and refusing to go back. Rajah Tej Singh 
sends a Jemadar to the Vuzeeree Husjid, where they have established 
themselves, to select seven persons from amongst them who shall re- 
main in Lahore till their dispute is adjusted and to induce the remainder 
to return to their homes ” 
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2 “ The sum of 3 lakhs of rupees, half in com and half m bills, 
arnves from the Nazim of Mooltan, being the instalment due for the last 
autumnal crop ” 

3 “The promissory notes obtained from certain of Dewan Mool- 
raj’s salt merchants are entrusted to Moonshee Ruttun Chund, Doogul, 
and two others, who are directed to realize their amounts in the respec- 
tive districts assigned to them ” 

4 “ The Kotwal reports an increasing influx of Sheeahs and Soon- 
ees from Umntsur, the latter of whom attempt to excite their brethren 
at Lahore to turbulence The Soonees also of Butala are supposed to 
have joined the Uraritsur Soonees on their way to Lahore ” 

2,fth January 

1 I visit Rajah Tej Singh in his own house this moining 

2 “ Agreeably to my orders the Vakeel desires that a full Durbar 
be convened this afternoon for the purpose of again inspecting Bukshee 
Bhuggut Ram’s accounts , orders are issued accordingly ” 

3 “It having been reported that the Agents, entrusted with the 
delivery of their pensions to the Ladwa Ranees, had embezzled a por- 
tion, Baba Luchmun Singh is ordered to investigate the charge and 
report ” 

4 “ Perwanahs are addressed to all the provincial adalutees order- 
ing them to assist Moonshee Ruttun Chund, Doogul, and Bukshee Ram 
Singh in collecting the amounts of the bills of Dewan Moolraj’s salt 
merchants ” 

5 “ As directed, the Durbar convene for the purpose of settling 
Bukshee Bhuggut Ram’s accounts A long debate ensues, the termination 
of which is that nearly all the persons assembled affix their seals to his 
accounts, thereby vouching for their belief in their accuracy, except 
Bukshee Umreek Raie, who denies their correctness Bukshee Bhuggut 
Ram himself gives a bond binding himself to pay a fine of 1-4-0 rupees 
for every rupee that may be found incorrect ” 

6 “ Lieutenant Pollock visits the Maharajah ” 

7 “ In company with Major Macgregor and Mr Vans Agnew 
I visit the house of Misr Saheb Deeal, it being the occasion of his son’s 
mamage A few presents are received and given by us ” 
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8 “ A present of 1 ,000 rupees IS sent by the Maharajah to Misr 
Saheb Deeal , also smaller sums of 100 rupees each by the Chief 
Sirdars ”

2 “Misr Megh Raj, the Treasurer, reports a balance in the Motee 
Munder and Government Toshakhana of 2,57,614 rupees, and states that 
he has paid in bullion into the British Treasury to the amount of ncarlj' 7 
lakhs rupees ” 

3 “ An Akhbar is received from Bunnoo it details Lieutenant 
Edwardes’ proceedings with rega>-d to the building of the new fort and 
town and the government of the country generally, which is described 
as progressing most fa\our3bl3' ” 

4 “ Conformably with my w'lslics dclnered to the Durbar by the 
Vakeel, proclamations are issued offering a reward of 200 rupees for the 
capture of any of the fugitives from the gaol, sentenced to imprisonment 
for life, of too rupees for the capture of any sentenced to 21 years, ditto, 
and of Rs. 50 for all sentenced to a less period ” 
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5. "Mr Inglis attends the Durbar” 

6 " Lieutenant Pollock afterwards visits the Maharajah for the
